CHEER THE COLONEL. 


HIM AT HIS: HOME. 


Five Hundred Neighbors of the “Lamb’ 
Meet Him at the Lexington Depot on 
His Arrival from Washington=He Will 
Tell His Constituents That He Has Re- 

_formed=The Situation Jast Simmering 
One Editor Resorts to a Peace War- 
rant. 2 
Lexineton, Ky., May 4.—[Special.}—Col. 
W.C, P. Breckinridge arrived at his home 
tonight to begin what promises to be the 
Campaign ever fought out on” this his- 
toric ground. When he shook out his silver 
mane on the car platform he was greeted by 

500 citizens, who gave him a hearty cheer 

and pressed forward to shake his hand. A 

broad gmile spread over his gloaming face 

and he seemed to be glad he had come. A 

cominittee took: him in tow and with 

some difficulty steered him through 
the crowd and -. into the rear. en- 
trance of the Phenix Hotel, from 
which he made his way to the telegraph office 
and sent a message td Mrs. Breckinridge an- 
nouncing his safe arrival and enthusiastic 
welcome. Then he went to his son's apart- 
nents across the street and into consultation 
with his managers. The excitement was over 
in ten minutes and the people went. home to 


Col. Breckinridge had not the appearance 
of a man whose whole future existence is, at 
stake when asked for his plans by the corre- 
spondent of Taz Trinune. He had just been 
expressing his gratification at the nature of 
the reception accorded him, and he was par- 
ticularly pleased that both sexes were repre- 
sented in the throng that greeted him. He 
had also assured inquirers that his health had 
never ‘been better and that he was ready to 
undergo the fatiques of an arduous campaign 
if necessary. 

‘**T will not makeany plans for a few days,”’ 
he said. ‘1 know) nothing at this time except 
that lam to speak here tomorrow and at 
Paris Monday.” — 

“Is it true that you will return to Washing- 
ton in a week or ten days and come back to 
the district at a later date?’ 

** My friends are to settle all points for me, 
and the length or brevity of the campaign is 


not for a few days yet. Iam ready to go on 
with the cainpaign without any intermis- 
sien clear through the hot weather, 
if such a course is deemed best. 
I am here to win.” | 

Subsequently Col. Breckinridge went to the 
house of a close friend, where the plans of 
the campaign and the tone of the speech to be 
made tomorrow were discussed until a late | 
hour.; This speech has been prepared and is 
bemg jealously guarded to prevent a leak. 
To-night’s consultation will determine whether 
the exigencies of the situation will require any 
changes in the text. 

Women Are Angry. 

Ool, Breckinridge’s arrival seems to have 
irritated the women of Lexington to an un- 
precedented degree, and some of the Breckin- 
ridge leaders are alarmed at the prospects. 
Heretofore the women of the city have 
refrained from publi¢ expressions, To them 
the air was still laden with the stench of the 
Washington trial, and they were nauseated. 
Today they determined to act. Two meetings 
were held, both attended by women of prom- 
inence in social life. At the first one, which 
the following was drawn up and 
unan ily approved and will be printed in 
the local press: ine i 

To the Voters of the Dermiocratic Party: The 
women of Lexington§ and the Ashland District 
protest against the renontination of W. C. P, 
Breckinridge for Congress. As you are the voters 
we trust that*you will refuse to return -him as 
your Representative, _By doing so you will best 
subserve the peace and progress of human socie- 
ty which from every quarter calls for this right 


and holy action. ; 
Tue WomeEN or LEXINGTON. 


At the second mecting a more lengthy 
document was prepared, going into detail and 
giving reasons for the protest against Col. 
Breckenridge’s election. It is a severe ar- 
raignmert and will also be printed in the 
morning. It is said that the women will not 
stop at the present action of protests, but that 
they have hit upon an effective plan of miak- 
ing their intluence felt in the campaign, and 
propose to carry it out to the end irrespective 
‘of the wishes of their male relatives. Their 
scheme, it is said, is'to boycott all stores and 
shopkeepers who are supporters of the white- 
haired Colonel. Instead of appealing to the 
head and heart they will strike at the pocket- 
book. 

The ministers aiso show no disposition to 
drop the fight against Mr. Breckinridge, their 
object being to induce or compei him if pus- 
sible to withdraw from the race. The Jatest 
to take a hand in the scrimmage is the Rev. 
E. H. Ward, rector of Christ Churth. He is 
an Episcopalian clergyman and re¢tor of the 
most aristocratic, fock in Lexington, and 
more than to vote never dabbled in politics 
in his life. He is out in a card this afternoon 
in which he threatens to support any man 
who is opposed to) Col. Breckinridge, and his 
stand, entirely unexpected, has created no 
mild surprise. His concluding words are: 

Let him retire to private life and by his works 
show the genuineness of his repentance, The eyes 
of the whole country are at present upon the 
Ashland district. Our own tonor and solf-re- 
spect.are at stake. 

Planning for a Stampede. 

Col. Breckinridge’s managers hope to stam- 
pede tne county, and in order to do this. have 
been working to make tomorrow’s meeting 
the largest ever held in this district. It is 
hoped to show enough strength to throw the 
opposition into a panic and gather in the 
weak-kneed at the beginning. They have 
worked on this scheme in a systematic 
manner and if the weather is good 
the turnout will be astonishing. 
Collector Shelby has been particularly active 
in this respect and excursions have been ar- 
ranged from nearly every point in the dis. 
trict and from some counties in the Sixth, 
Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Districts. There 
will be many men here who will not be able 
to vote for Col. Breckinridge, but they will 
serve to swell the crowd, and their vocal or- 
gans can be utilized in emitting cheers and 
casting terror into the ranks of the opposi- 
tion. 

The meeting is announced for 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon at the opera-house, but the in- 
dications are that not one-quarter of the ex- 
pected crowd can be crowded within the 
building’s contracted walls and that the meet- 
ing will be held out of doors in a large plaza 
on one side of the court-house, where stands 
the bronze statue of John C. Breckinridge. 

Chairman McLeod of the District comumit- 
tee today said the primaries would probably 
take place early in August. This would leave 
three hot months of campaigning befure the 
nominee is selected and the dog days for the 
party campuign. : ha 

The day opened with a war cloud on the ho. 
rizon and it was freely predicted that blood 
would be spilled ere the sun had dispelled the 
fog that hung over the biue grass hills 
and dales. Editor John 0. Hodges 
of the Observer and Editor C. C, 
Moore of the Blade, both weekly papers, have 
been in rather a heated discussion over the 
Breckinridge candidacy, Hodges being an 
advocate of the Colonel’s ciaims to office 
while Moore is bitterly opposed to him.

What the Colonel Will Say. 


‘(There is no doubt about the character of 
the speech Mr. Breckinridge will make to- 
morrow,” he seid. “It will be a plea for an- 
r other term as a reward for brilliant and valu- 

able services in the past in Congress. He will 
confess his mistakes in morality and promise 
not to err again. As to the political phase of 
the speech the people can judge whether or 
not he has done anything to better the condi- 
tion of the Nation. Our people know he has 
done dothing for the district. His two ap- 
pointments, those of Collector and Postmas- 
ter, are the most unpopular tha$ could have 
been made. Collector Shelby is a Democrat 
who even when in the prime of manhood did 
nothing for his party except to vote, In the 
reconstruction @ays, when it meant, some- 
thing to bea Democrat; his voice was un- 
heard.

Wasuineton, D. C., May 4.—The secret 
service of the Treasury is. informed of the 
existence of a new and dangerous counterfeit 
of the two-dollar Treasury note. It is of 
series of 1891, check letter “B”’; J. Fount 
Tillman.

which is, a trifle smaller than the genuine 
and : is printed on soft, flimsy 
paper. The .. numbering is’ poor, 
both as to formation ‘ and color, 
being alinost brown or chocolate instead of 
carmine. The seal is about one-sixteenth of 
an inch’ smaller than the genuine, and is a 
dull and faint red instead of bright pink as 
in the genuine. In the McPherson portrait 
the collar in the counterfeit ehows all around 
in front, giving the whiskers the appearance 
of being evenly trimmed. The figure “2” in 
the lower right corner face of the genuine is 
missing in the counterfeit.

No sleep is being lost over 
the scarcity of coal at the County Building, 
as the shortage there will only stop the 
operation of the electric light plant and the 
elevators. In this event the departments and 
courts can use gas and the public can walk up- 
stairs. 

It is extremely probable, ‘at least the coal- 
dealers say it is, that before the @lose of the 
present month two-thirds of the railways run- 
ning into Chicago will be badly crippled for 
want of coal. Few of them claim to have 
more than enough to last them for two or 
three weeks, and the coa! men say that this 
amount is greatly exaggerated. Even admit- 
ting that the claims, of the Hot vas otidials 
are correct the coal’ operators. say it wou 
take at least two weeks to get the mines in 
working order should thé: sttike bé déclared: 
off tomorrow. As to a settlement of the trou- 
ble the coal men say there is practically no 
chance for it before May 15, the date set for 
a conference between the operators and min- 
ers, According to the claims of the operators, 
then, it will be near June 1 before the mines 
will be able to put out coal. 

Some of the roads, especially the coal roads, 
have already discharged a great many of their 
employés. The Elgin, Joliet and Eastern has 
laid off 150 men andis handling no coal at 
all, whereas it usually brings to Chicago at 
this season of the year from 6,000 to 8,000 
tans aday. The Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road, 60 per cent of whose tonnage is coal, 
is now handling practically none, so that of 
necessity many of the| employés are without 
work. : None of the great trunk lines, how- 
ever, has as yet begun to lay off men on ac- 
count.of the coal famine. 


Railroads Confi<scating Coal. 


That some of thé railroads are hard pressed 
for coal is evidenced by the assertions of the 
coal deaiers and operators that a great deal 
of coal is being confiscated by the railways. 
According to J .C, Kilgore of the McKindley 
Coal and Mining company there is not over 
two weeks’ supply of soft coal in, the Chicago 
market. ‘* The visible supply will not last 
above two weeks,”’ he said. ‘‘and I think there 
is great danger of a widespread famine. The 
miners have practically established a com- 
plete tie-up of the coal-mining business be- 
tween Pittsburg and Colorado. Some of the 
railway companies are confiscating coal.in 
transit over their lines, If they had plenty of 
coal they would not be doing this. The fuel 
agents of some of the big roads are out grab- 
bing up all the coal they can lay hands on and 
paying famine prices for it, e have enough 
to keep our customers going for at least three 
weeks. We are not, however, selling a pound 
to any one else.”’ 4 

George Getz of Weaver, Getz & Co. said it 
would take two weeks for the mine operators 
to get their mines in working order after the 
strike is declared off. He said there was a 
man in Chicago from Streator yesterday 
who was making a vigorous effort to buy coal 
to be shipped to that city. which is in the cen- 
ter of one of the pugeeet coal fields of Illinois. 
_ At the offices of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé road it was said that road had coal 
enough to last’from fifteen to twenty days, 


Western Road« Not Troubled. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
way will not run short of coal before June 1, 
‘according to H. R. Lioyd, the fuel agent of 
that road. H. D, Wyllie of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy said that that road had 
coal enough to last for at least two weeks. 
The officials, however, were not worried on 
account of the threatened famine. J. H. 
Wood, Assistant General Manager of the Chi- 
vago ana Alton, said: ** We have coal enough 
to operate our line for thirty days. By the 
end of that time I think the strike will have 
ended. The manufacturers along our line 
appear to have laid in a good supply of coal. 
If any one suffers from 'the famine it will be 
the small consumers. Even if the supply of 
coal should be exhausted there is plenty of 
wood along the line of the Alton road, and it 
can use that in case of an emergency.”’ 

In the office of the Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Louisville, New Albany 
and Chicago railway it was claimed they had 
coal enough on hand to operate the road for 
twenty days. 

At several of the large coal offices it was 
said the Chicago, Rock Island and. Pacific 
road was making a great scramble to obtain 
coal at any price. J, J. Hart, the fuel agent 
of the company, denied this by declaring that 
the road had coal enough in store to keep it 
in operation until July 1. “If every mine in 
the cuuntry were to shur down.” said he, “it 
would not effect us in the least before July 1.”

The Painter plant was closed down and was 
idie until Wednesday of this week. Early 
this morning Joe Skonesky’s wife went about 
to the other houses and got the women of the 
striking Poles to join her in a proposed raid’ 
on the plant. About,6 o’clock she had 150 
men, women, and children ready for a raid. 
The men remained in the rear, and the women 
and children, led by Mrs. Skonesky, made 
a rush for the coke-yard. Every person 
in the assaulting purty -had some sort 
of striking weapon ; even the children screaim- 
ing shrilly, flourished sticks suited to their 
size. Many of the women bore axes and some 
of the men of the mob carried ball bats and 
hatchets. 

go a White was the first of the guards 

on whom a blow fell, Mrs. Skonesky had a 
bail club and her husband wielded an ax. 
White went down before the front rank of the 
raiders. Reddy and a clerk named James 
Tarr saw him fall. In the face of the 
odds these two men sprang to his rescue and 
fought their way to his side. Then thé raiders 
fell upon Tarr and Roddy as White struggled 
to his feet, blinded with blood. 
_ Phe three men fought desperately, but the 
odds were too great, and finally all were down 
again under the feet of the mob. Roddy was 
beaten and cut about the head badly. 

By this time the deputies rallied and three 
volleys were fired in quick succession, forcing 
the mob to retreat over the hill in 
rout, A number of strikers were 
carried from the battlefield. One of 
these was shot through the 
another through both legs. and the third had 
a bad wound in the groin. Tonight 
White is suffering intense agony. and his 
recovery is yet a matter of doubt. Roddy is 
believed to have been fatally wounded. 

The affair has caused the most interse ex- 
citement here. It is feared the foreigners 
will revenge the death of their countrymen, 
and that this is but the beginning of ‘riots in 
all parts of the region. It would not bea 
surprise to the people here should the strikers 
resort to the use of dynamite to blow up the 
works. 

The prompt action of coat companies in 
arming a large force of men atthe works in 
the Vanderbilt region prevented a riot there 
today.

JENKINS JUMPED ON. 


HE I8 SOORED FOR HIS FAMOUS IN- 
JUNOTION AGAINST STRIKES, 


Majority of the Special Investigating 
Com mittee Assert That He Exceeded 
His Authority, but With Honest Inten- 
tions=Impeachment Not Recommended 
Courts and Uorporate Interests=—Rep- 

. resentative Stone Will File a Dissenting 

Opinion. 

Wasurneton, D. C., May 4.—[Special. ]-~ 
One report has been submitted in the Jen- 
kins investigation and another is likely to 
come. The majority report of Messrs. Boat- 
nerand Terry of the special committee is 
much talked about tonight, and the opinion 
is freely expressed that they were chiefly 1n- 
tent upon making political capital. It is 
thought they cared less about the form of the 
censure of Judge Jenkins than they did of the 
effect of their neatly turned paragraphs upon 
the labor vote. 

If Representative Stone of Pennsylvania, 
the Republican member of the subcommittee, 
makes awminority report he will. probably 
take the ground that the report of the ma- 
jority is based upon a slavish subserviency to 
the labor element and not upon an impartial 
judgment \of the facts. involved in the case. 
Mr. Stone is not fully decided upon his 
course, but said he would consult with prom- 
inent Republicans and allow them to pass 
upon the question whether to ignore the re- 
port of Messrs. Boatner and Terry or to make 
a minority report. He notified his associates 
today that he would reserve that right and de- 
clined to join them in signing a unanimous 
agreement. He regards the majority report 
as a che ip device to catch the labor vote and 
as altogether inconsistent, for.the reason that 
it condemns Judge Jenkins in one breath and 
exonerates him in another. 


Rib-Roasting Majority Report. 


The majority report, made public today, 
was filed by Kepresentative Boatner, Chair- 
man of the special committee of the Judi- 
ciary committee of the House. The report 
was nade to the full Judiciary committee and 
was discussed fortwo hours, but no action 
was taken beyond making it the special order 
of thé full committee for next Tuesday. 

After reciting the well known. facts and cir- 
cumstances leading vp to the granting of the 
two orders of injunction by Judge Jenkins, 
the report proceeds as follows: 

Notwithstanding the suggestion by the em- 
ploy és that they desired to confer the orders were 
immediately:obtained without awaiting the re- 
sults of a conference or being in possession of 
any definite information of the intention of the 
employés with respect to the schedules upon 
which they solicited a conference. The original 
order received Dec. 19 had a two-fold aspect. It 
rednced existing wages and enjoined and prohib- 
ited those who were to receive them if they re- 
mained in the service of the company from quit- 
ting the service, with or without notice, so as to 
cripple the property or injure the operations of 
the road. On being advised that if so ordered 
or advised by the officers of the organizations to 
which they belonged the men would quit 
the service in a body. and ‘that under the 
construction placed upon the existing 
order (the injunction) by those who had obtained 
it, they wouid thereby commit a contempt of 
court and were liable to punishment for so do- 
ing, the officers of the company immediately 
asked for and the judge granted the second order 
of injunction on Dec. 23. The object of this was 
to insure to the company the compulsory ser- 
vices of the operatives then in their employ, be- 
cause if under the first order of injunction the 
men could not quit without being guiity of con- 
tempt and would not do so unless ordered by the 
officers of their several organizations, and if 
these officers were prohibited from advising the 
strike, it was perfectly evident that the officers 
so enjoined could not discharge this function of 
their office, and the men could not quit when 
prohibited from so doing by the court and not 
authorized to’do. so by the organizations by 
whose rules and regulations they were governed. 


Gross Abuse of the Power of the Court, 


This was the objéct sought to be obtained. 
The order was drawn to effectuate it, and it was 
signed by the Judge with that intent. fhe lan- 
guage of the order:and concemmittant circum- 
stances left no room fordoubt. Your committee 
has no hesitation in declaring that: the orders 
rendered were a gross abuse of the power of the 
court; were supported by neither reason por au- 
thority; were beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Judge and were therefore void. The second or 
supplementary writ was more reprehensible than 
the first because the Judge was advised before he 
rendered it of the exact objects and purposes 
sought to be accomplished. There was no sug- 
gestion in either of these letters of any fear from 
illegal acts, but the ‘fear from suspension of traffic 
of an attending damage to the road and incon- 
venience to the public were the sule reasons for 
the action which the Judge ‘took. Your commit- 
tee also finds that no measures looking to a strike 
had been inaugurated nor does any seem to have 
been in contemplation, nor does it appear that 
any of the persons named or referred to in the 
writs of injunction have remaived in the service 
of the company against their will. It does ap- 
pear, however, that while they regard the writ 
void, they believe that so long as it was in force 
they were bound to obey it under penalty of pun- 
ishment for contempt if they violated it, and this 
consideration might have been more effective 
than they are aware of in inducing them to re- 
main in the service of the receivers. ; 

Your committee does not concur in the opinion 
of the Judge that the decisions rendered in the 
Toledo cases, page 54, Federal Reports, by 
Judges Taft and Ricks, at all support his con- 
tention in the case under consideration. On the 
contrary, both of .the cases clearly  recog- 
nize the principle that courts of equity cannot 
enforce the specific performance of a contract for 
personal service by writs of injunction and other 

rocesses, but that in such cases the remedy is at 
lay by an action for damages. | They also clearly 
recognize the right of laboring people, as a 
means of selling their labor ata higher price, of 
coercing employers to accede to their demands. 
In determining the lawfulness of a proceeding of 
this kind the Judges justly take the law as sus- 
staining the employé, and inconvenience to the 
general public cannot be considered. 


The Lawful Right to| Combine. 


[If employés have a lawfnl right to combife in 
a strike forthe purpose of fercing compliance 
with their demands or securing the highest 
wages and best terms possible, that right cannot 
be remédied by the fact that its exercise is levied 
on the interest of others. Its principle applies, 
of course, only to those strikes which exist in the 
withdrawal from service by concert and combi- 
Should violence be done to the person or 
property of the employer by those who have 
combined against him, if others would supply the 
service which the strikers have abandoned and 
are prevented from doing sé by violence, intimi- 
dation, threats, or other unlawful means, these 


acts are not only unlawful, but in most instances. 


would constitute violations of the criminal laws 
and be punishable as such.’ The conclusion, 
therefore, of the Judge that the employés of the 
Northern Pacitic railroad company might be 
forced by him by writs of injunction to protect 
that Soerpany from loss and tke public from in- 
con#enience by remaining in its service at a rate 
of wages to which they had not given their as- 
sent is one in which we cannot concur, and which 
in our judgment is supported by none of the de- 
cisions which he cites. Your committee find 
nothing in the testimony to show any corrupt in- 
tention on the part of the Judge'to render these 
orders. It is altogether possible that he is sin- 
cere in the conviction that he properly exercised 
the equity jurisdiction of his court in prevénti 

loss ‘and damages which would have beenltenl 
from a lawful strike against the Northern Pacific 
railroad company. This viewof the case pre- 
vents us from recommending any proceedings 
looking to his impeachment, but in order that 
there may be no further excuse for the 
rendition of any such orders or decrees, 
and that the courts of equity of the 
United States may not be deceived as to the ex- 
tent of their powers in enforcing contracts for 
personal services by legal process, we recommend 
the enactment of astatute which will prevent 
them from doing so. We also feel constrained to 
call attention to the abuses which have grown up 
under the powers assumed by the Judges of the 
courts of the United States to support receivers 
for railroad corporations. These ordets being 
rendered in courR under proceedings instituted 
nominally for thé purpose of effecting foreclos- 


ures but really for the purpose of averting pur- 


suit of creditors and the enforcement of lawful 
obligations, are considered as interlocutory and 
not subject to appeal. If, however, an appeal is 
granted it does not have the effect of suspending 
the execution of the decree, and the road passes 
into the hands of a receiver, who operates it at 
least pending the appeal, and this action of the 
Judge is entirely independent of any control 
whatever by the owner and creditors of the prop- 
erty. The powers exercised by the courts through 
the receivers are purely of their own creation, the 
result of judicial construction not ascertained or 
limited by statute, and therefore dangerous, 


Judges Should Be -Restricted. 


Your committee is of the opinion that the cases 
for which a receivership may be ordered in the 
courts of the United States should be declared 
by statute. The anomaly has been presented for 
years of great railway corporations being oper- 
ated and the business of common carriers being 
carried on by the United States, through the 
judicial lines of the government, and of the 
Judges possessing at once the powers pertaini 
to other judicjal officers and combining wi 
those the powers of the President and directors 
of corporations united in one and the same per- 
son. The committee is also of the opinion that 
the power asserted by the Judges of ‘the 
United States ‘courts to punish for con- 
tempt is dangerous and it should be 
limited by law. In the case reported—Federal 
report in re Higins—Judge Pardee declared that 
his power to punish fer contempt was unlimited, 
both as to the amount of the fine and duration of 
imprisonment. In his judgment he could decide 
without appeal what constituted contempt, who 
commit the act, and the extent, of punish- 
ment to be inflicted. In that case he held a num- 


- 


ber of violations of the criminal laws of the 
State of Texas likewise to be contempt of his 
eourt. 

Under his construction an assault and battery 
or any other violence or unfairness committed by 
an employé or servant of arailway .company in 
thé hands of a receiver would . considered a 
contempt of his court. If this principle be a 
correct ohne (and the decisions seem to 
cited by other courts) and were approved 
it would be extremely convenient to substitute 
it for the criminal laws of the States. The exer- 
cise of police powers and the protection of life 
and property by those agencies would be relieved 
by the authority of a United States Ju who 
instituted proceedings for contempt. Limita- 
tions contained in the Constitution--viz. : 
viding for trial by jury; being confronted by 
witnesses; being represented by counsel, ete., 
etc., would likewlse be relioved. 

Without taking issue with the Juiges as to 
whether they have correctly or incorrectly stated 
the law on this important subject, your commit- 
tee is of the opinion that the protection of prop- 
erty rights should be left in the hands of execn- 
tive officers, and that violations of laws should 
be punished by proceedings defined and provid- 
ed by law; and that in order to prevent the abuse 
of authority claimed by the judiciary their power 
to punish for contempt should be defined and 


limited by law. 
JUDGE JENKINS KEEPS SILENT, 


His Friends, However, Claim the Report 
Was Expected=—Press Opinions. 

Mruwavukes, Wis., May 4.—|Special.]|— 
Judge Jenkins and his friends here posittrety 
refuse to be interviewed on the majority re- 
port of the Boatner Investigating commit- 
tee. The report, however, occasioned no 
surprise here among those who watched 
the working of the committee while it 
was taking testimony, as it was evident 
from the mannerand the questions of Con- 
gressmen Boatner and Terry that they were 
adverse to the Judge, while Congressman 
Stone was disposed to look upon the questions 
which came up as matters for the Supreme 
Court or Court of Appeais to determine: and 
not for a Congressional investigation, The rec- 
ommendations of the committee in regard to 
restricting the powers of Federal courts is 
generally commended by leading attorneys, 
but as they practice in Judge Jenkins’ court 
without exception they would not be quoted, 
us they claim it would be indelicate for them 
to express an opinion on the subject. The 
newspaper opinions of the report are as fol- 
lows: 

Evening Wisconsin: It was to be expected that 
the Congressional committee charged with the 
investigation of the famous Northern Pacific 
strike orders issued by “Judge Jenkins 
would put into its _ report some _ things 


calculated to make the Democratic members of 


the committee “solid” with the labor 
organizations. It has met this general expecta- 
tion. Under the circumstances it is as complete 
a vindication as the friends of the Jndge could 
have expected from the Boatner-MceGann com- 
mittee. In the recommendations made by the re- 
port there is one which is_ entitled to respectful 
consideration. Itis that the eauses for which a 
receivership may be ordered in the courts of the 
United States should be declared by statute. 
Sentinel: For the first time Congress has 
attempted to interfere with the judiciary, an in- 
dependent department of the government, and to 
determine whether'a judge has exceeded his jur- 
isdiction, and whether one of. his decisions is 
good in law. It was a step whoily unneces- 


‘sary, since the aggrieved parties were goog 
t 


with ample opportunities for redress. wa;s in 
violation of the spirit if not the letter of the Con- 
stitution, and is a menace to the independence of 
the judiciary. The majority of the committee 
having acquitted Judge Jenkins of any corrupt 

urpose, do not propose to impeach him, 
mt they will use him as an ‘aw- 
ful example ”’ to promote legislation 
restricting the powers of the _ Federal 
courts. At present the United States courts have 
power to punish offenses against the prop- 
erty of railways in the hands of 
receivers and of offenses committed by their em- 
ployés. This power is  regarde by the 
majority report as incompatible with the rights 
of the States and it is proposed to annul it. The 
report is a further enconragement to the widely 
spread spirit of lawlessness and anarchy which 
is threatening the peace and prosperity of‘the 
whole country. 

Herald: The report is surely right in 
claiming Judge Jenkins transgressed his power 
as Judge, as it is the right of every employé 
to. strike, and no Judge can deny 
this right. Of more importance than 
the criticism of the action of the Judge are the 
recommendations of the committee to Congress 
in regard to future legislation to define the 
powers of Federal Courts in the matter of stat- 
ing what is contempt and in the manner of ap- 


‘pointing receivers.

SUPREME OOUNOIL OF THE A. P. A. 
PROMULGATES IT. 


At the Meeting in Des Moines Decisive 
Action Is Taken Against Unfrocked 
Clerics from KRome—A Committee Is 
Ordered to Draft the Principles of the 
Order and Give Them to the Publice 
They Will Indicate Hostil y to No 
Church—Growth of the Organization. 


Des Mornss, Ia., May 4.—| Special. |—Ex. 
priests were given the cold shoulder today by 
the Supreme Council of the A. P. A. in ses 
sion in this city. Hereafter. unfrocked Ro. 
manists are to be denied all recognition by 
the order,: The council went further and de- 
clared that tha A. P. A. had no fight to make 
on any church. Its mission was to resist for- 
eign influences in Américan politics. A dec- 
laration of principles is to be formulated and 
given to the public, a committee being ap- 
pointed to perform this work. 

Three hundred and nine men from thirty. 
nine different States are in attendance at the 
Supreme Council, Among the delegates are 
many prominent persops, there being railway 
and bank Presidents, business and profession- 
al men, clergymen, ex-Governors, and State 
officials sitting as delegates in the meetings. 
The Executive Board, which consists of Su- 
preme President J. H. Traynor, Detroit, 
Mich.,; Supreme Vice-President, the Rev. A. 
Fawcett, Columbus, 0.; Supreme Ser. 
retary of State Jackman, Boone, 
Ia.; Supreme Chaplain, the Rev. D. T. 
Bliss, Denver. Colo.; Supreme Secretary C. 
T. Beatty, Saginaw, Mich., and Supreme 
Treasurer H. M. Stark, Milwaukee, has 
been in session since last. Saturday. This 
board recommended a number of important 
matters for the council to take action upon. 
The question of the treatment of ex-priests 
was considered at ‘length and the board rec- 
ommended that the Supreme Council take a 
decided stand upon this subject in opposition 
to those ex-priests who are going around: the: 
country lecturing and claiming to be under 
the auspices of the A. P. A. The committee 
to ‘whom this part of the report of the Ex. 
ecutive Board was referred considered the 
matter thoroughly and heard arguments for 
and against the proposition to repudiate the 
ex-priests. 

Votes to Reject EX-Priests. 


The committee finally decided upon a re- 
port, which in substance is as follows: 

The American Protective Association is not er- 
ganized for the purpose of attacking the religion 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and only attacks 
it when that church goes into politics, hence cer- 
tain persons known as ex-priests whoare going 
about the country lecturing uppn the confessien- 
al and kindred topics are not Upheld by this or- 

anization in any manner, and are considered to 

> doing the caus@ injury and harm. 

The report was adopted after considerable 
discussion in the council. 

A committee consisting of Delegates Barr 
of Colorado, Jones of Michigan, Boring of 
California, Jackman of Iowa, and Gestefeld 
of Illinois was appointed to prepare an official 
declaration of the principles of the, organiza- 
tion to be published to the world, and also to 
govern the association hereafter. The com- 
mnittee has not reported yet, but the declara- 
tion will caver the position of the A. P. A. in 
regard to questions of church, school, and 
politics and all matters of public interest. It 
will also pledge the organization in favor of 
the restrictions of immigration by some sort 
of educational qualification, and also in favor 
of the requirement that all immigrants be 
compelled to declare their intention to become 
eitizens of the United States.and to deny all 
purpose of competing with the laborers of this 
country and then returning to another cowh- 
try with the fruits of that competition in their 
pockets. A declaration of the principles of 
the organization has never been made public 
before, and this will be one of the most im- 
portant acts of the session. 


Growth of the Order. 


The report presented by the Supreme Sec- 
retary of State of the doings of the Executive 
Board for the last fourteen morths was an in- 
teresting documenta Among other things a 
growth of membership in the United States 
and Canada of about half a million was re- 
ported, maki the present membership 
nearly two millions. The following States 
have the largest number of members: Michi- 
gan, 65,000; Ohio, 93,0G0 ; Lilinois, 60,000; 
lowa, 45,000; New York, 50,000; Califor- 
In addition to this the organi- 
zation is being pushed in the following States: 

New Jersey, Massachusetts, Maryland, Con- 
necticut, New. Hampshire. Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont, Kentucky, Tennessee, Indiana, Alabama, 
Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, 
Colorado, Oregon. Virginia, West Virginia, Flor- 
ida, and in the Territories of Oklahoma, Wyo- 
ming, and Utah. 

Work is also being done in Canada and the 
principles of the organization are being 
crystalized in ‘societies in Australia, Great 
Britain, and Germany. 

The question of the so-called industrial 
armies which are marching to Washington 
was discussed and also the present industrial 
troubles, and it was held that they are ina 
great measure attributable to the results of 
unrestricted immigration, and upon this sub- 
ject, ay indicated above, the council took ad- 
vanced grounds, 


Opposed to No Church, 


The council authorized the domg away of 
any semblance of opposition to any sort of re- 
ligion in the aloption of a new ritual which it 
is stated is of such character that it could be 
given to the public in the columns of the 
press. It was stated that the real object of 
the A. P. A. was misundérstood, that it never 
was intended to attack the religion of the 
Roman (Catholic Church in and of itself, but 
in order to make this position more plain, ac- 
tion was taken that, it is said, will eliminate 
every possible chance for criticism. There 
was a warm but good natured contest lusting 
for several hours over the ritual and the posi- 
tion which the organization assumed by its 
adoption. The progressives element won in 
this contest by a decisive showing. Changes 
were also made in the constitution of the or- 
der, but they were for the most part for the 
purpose of facilitating the work of the order. 

The Committee on Agitation and Educa- 
tional work was instructed upon the dissem- 
ination of litexature on tne principles ef the 
order and particulariy in regard to the test of 
citizenship. It was instructed to have the 
literature show that it was the supreme ob- 
ject of the organization to educate citizens to 
attend caucuses and primaries andin that 
manner exercise their power for the purifica- 
tion of politics, The report of the executive 
board in regard to the finances of the organl- 
zation was satisfactory and showed a surplus 
on hand running well up into the thousands. 
The council took a position against any “‘ offi- 
cial organs,” and it was decitled that all pa- 
pers published in the interest of the organiza-

tion must stand solely upon their own merits. ©

BILL TO PREVENT COLLISIONS AT SEA, 


Mr. Fithian’s Measure Regulating Lights 
and Signals on Small Vessels. 
Wasuixeton, D. C., May 4, --[Special, |— 
Representative Fithian has introduced a bill 
prescribing regulations for the prevention of 
collisions at sea for steam vessels of less than 
forty tons and vessels under sails or oars of 
less than twenty tons. In. the case of 
$teain vessels a bright white light 
must be displayed which can be 
distinguished at a distance of two miles, and 
the side lights must be red and green. \ essels 
under oars or sails must be provided with 
green lanterns, and row- boats must show a 
white light when nearing other craft. Signals 
of distress are also prescribed for, the day 
time to be minute guns, international ‘code 
signal flags, or sounding fog signals; and at 
night. minute guns, flames on the vessels pro- 
duced by burning oil or tar barrels, rockets 
or shells showing stars, and a soundimg from 

fog signal apparatus.

“CHEAP JIMMIE” MADE COMPLICATION.

Eccentric Character Unwittingly Involves 
Title to Immense Estates. 

ZANESVILLE, O., May 4.—[Special.]—Four 
years agoan eccentric character known as 
“Cheap Jimmy” L. Irwin died in Nebraska 
in destitute circumstances. A short time be- 
tore his death, to escape paying taxes on some 
land, he transferred it te his brother, Samuel 
Irwin, residing near this city. His brother is 
more eccentric than “Cheap Jimmy” was, 
and livesasa hermit north of this city, but 
his brother did not apprise him of the trans- 
fer of the land to him, and it only developed 
when heattempted to have a guardian ap- 
pointed for his brother. In this he was de- 
feated and died ‘soon* afterwards. The land 
was sold for taxes, and titles of this character 
have been obtained, but the holders recognize 
they are insecure and have made efforts to 
buy Samuel Irwin’s interest, but he has re- 
fused to sell.

Part of 
the estate ig. situated in Omaha, and a singular 
fact incident to the investigation is that the 
widow of “Cheap Jimmy” Irwin is allied 
with the holders of the tax titles and is resist- 
ing the progress of the establisnment of the 
claims.

Ten years ago he was worth $5,000,0@0, but 
he spent money lavishly,-was bled by politi- 
cians and others, and got rid of his wealth 
through a score of channels. Through it all 
he has held on to the Tabor Opera- House, worth 
over $1,000,000, and the Tabor Block, worth 
nearly half as much. He fell into the hands 
of the money lenders, who charged him 2 and 
3 per cent a month interest, besides round 
commissions of $20,000 and $25,000. His 
principal indebtedness was concentrated with- 
in the last two years on his two big buildings 
in cutthroat trust deeds for $750,000. There 
is no redemption clause in these deeds. 

Some months ago the old man went into. 
the Jesus Maria mine in old Mexico and now 
his :Tabor luck,” long a favorite expression 
in the West, has returned. The blocks were 
advertised to be sold by auction ten days ago 
and they would have gone from him forever, 
His agents secured a temporary injunction 
and during the arguments since it has been 
shown that he got only $176,000 cash out 
of the $750,000 obligation. The rest 
was accumulated interest and commissions. 
Today in court it was announced 
that the debt would be paid tomorrow and 
the trust deeds lifted. There was a cheer 
which the Judge with difficulty suppressed, as 
the ex-Senator has general sympathy. - While 
the usurers have been tryingto obtain his 
property at half its value he has been wWork- 
ing with overalls and candle as the under- 
ground superintendent of his mine, and it is 
now paying $65,000 to $70,000 a month 
net in gold, | | 

Several months’ income has gone to 
obligations to the bank at Chihuahua 
other preliminary expenses, but these are all 
cleared up, and the stream of gold is diverted 
to Denver.

Republican Senators Believe Their Oppo- 
nents Are in Grave Difficulties. 

Wasnixeton, D. C., May 4.—While the Re-

Senator Mills was not at the caucus yester- 
day, was asked if his absence had any signi- 
ficance, and said it had none.| “I did not 
know anything about it.”’ he said, “‘ and if 
had been there I would probabiy have talked 
against concessions and thep taken my 
medicine like rest of them and agr 
to vote for the bill. I ‘realize 
that we are in the hands of a half dozen Sen- 
ators who can: defeat the bill if they cannot 
get what they want.

CHICAGO MEN OBJECT. 


BANKHEAD’S POSTOFFIOE SCHEMES 


DO NOT FIND FAVOR. 


His Plan for a Lake-Front Building and 
His Proposal for a Commission Are 
Strongly Opposed=Bretz the Only Mem- 
ber of the Subcommittee to: Stand by 
the Chairman=Mr. Hesing Again Speaks 
for & Lake-Front Site=Mr. Aldrich 
Gratified. 

Wasninctox, D. C.. May 4.—-[Special.]— 
Among the exhibits filed with the House Com- 
mittee on Public Buildmgs and Groands in 
support of Chicago for a new public building 
isa piece of stone weighmg about twenty 
pounds, which Representative McGann laid 
before the committee this morning. It was 
explained that this stone had fallen at the feet 
of the Superintendent of Mails in the Post- 
office structure at Chicago, and was a pretty 
effective illustration of the crumbling nature 
of the pile. In ‘the discussion that ensued it 
was developed that .the subcommittee was 
evenly divided on the question of a site for a 
new building. Messrs. Bankhead and Cad- 
mus favored the Lake-Front, while 
Messrs. Mercer and Sweet were 
outspoken in favor of .the present loca- 
Mr. Bretz was absent. Subsequently, 
however, Mr. Cadmus said to Tus Tripunz 
correspondent that while hethought the Lake- 
Front site the most advantagaous both for 
light and ventilation, still he felt that ‘the 
wishes of the Chicago delegation shouid be 
deferred to, and he would therefore favor 
their suggestion about putting a building upon 
the present site. This leaves Bankhead and 
Bretz in the minority in the Lake-Front 
scheme, for the Congressmen from Chicago 
and Gen. Black will not listen to any propo- 
sition which contemplates a removal of the 
Postoffice to the-Lake-Front. 


Architect O’Rourke’s Communication. 


In connection with the suggestion to remove 
the Government Buiiding from Jackson Park 
to the Lake-Front a communication has been 
received by the delegation from Supervising 
Architect O’Rourke of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in which he says: 

The first floor area of the Government Build- 
ing at Jackson Park is 157,500 square feet. It 
is practicable to transfer it to the Lake-Front, 
but the approximate cost of the transfer is very 
difficult te estimate. It would be safest not to 
estimate the cost at less than $150,000, and for 
about the same amount of money °# new 
structure for temporary accommodations of the 
Pastuffice could be erected on the Lake-Front. 
Mr. Aldrtch’s plan is practical in| a general 
sense. A study of the details of arrangement 
and construction would of course inyolve modi- 
fication in the cost aggregating $4,000.000. The 
area of the Postoffice floor in. the present build- 
ing at Chicago is 82,750 square feet and the area 
of the site on which it stands is 127,116 square 
feet. The cost of the Government Building at 
Jackson Park was $350,000. In estimating the 
cost of a temporary structure.on the Lake-Froat 
at $150,000 I had in mind that it |would_ not 
need to be as large as the World's Fair building 
end the dome could be omitted. ~ | 

This document was submitted to the com- 
mittee today, but no conclusion was reached 
by the body and an adjournment until tomor- 
row was agreed upon. | 

‘* Our subcommittee will continue to meet 
day after day,’ said Chairman |Bankhead, 
“until we settle this postoffice question. I 
am absolutely opposed to putting the Post- 
office and the other government offices at Chi- 
cago in thesame building. The business of 
the Chicago Postoftice is important enough to 
require a separate building. I may not. con- 
tend for the Lake-Front,alihough I believe 
that to be the best site. but I shail certainly 
insist to the last upon having a separate build- 
ing at Chicago for the Postoftice.”’ 

‘hen Mr. Bankhead unfolded his plans for 
a committee of three Chicago business-men 
to acquire atitle toa site on the Lake-Front 
he found himself decidedly at a disadvantage. 
Cadmus, sweet, and Mercer, the last three 
constituting a majority, expressed theniselves 
as opposed to Mr. Bankhead’s proposition. 
Mr. Bretz of Indiana is in favor of Mr. Bank- 
head’s biil, 

Chicago Men Make a Fight. 

As soon as the Chicago representatives 
were apprised of the bill Chairman Bank- 
head intended to submit they called a meet- 
ing and determined to make a stand against 
it. So efficiently did the Chicago) Congress- 
men work that a majority of the subcommit- 
tee are now against Mr. Bankhead’s proposi- 
tion, and from what they say will Aever con- 
sent to it. Chicago’s Congressmen were elat-: 
ed this morning when they heard the report 
from the committee room. Not only do Mer- 
cer, Sweet, and Cadmus stand out against the 
proposed ** Chicago committee of three to ac- 
quire title,’ but they are also apposed to the 
Lake-Front site. When Chairman Bankhead 
saw the situation he turned the discussion on 
the site question and the hour was)! consumed 
in an informal debate as to whether the gov- 
ernment could legally secure a title to the 
Lake-Front. In the view that the govern- 
ment had sucha right Mr. Bankhead found 
himself alone. The three committeemen stood 
out against him on that proposition. 
There was a conferencé this afternoon be- 
tween the Chicago delegation and Gen. Black 
ut which Mr. Aldrich made a suggestion, 
which was not, however, adopted. It proposed 
to appropriate $4,000,000 for twe buildings, 
with the proviso that the Postoftice should-be 
built on the Lake-Front site if the title could 
be secured before May 1, 1895. Another 
buildmg to accommodate the other govern- 
ment offices and courts should be erected 
upon half the present site. Should the gov- 
erninent fail to receive title ta the Lake- 
Front site before May 1, 1895, another site 
should be chosea, One thing that Mr. Ald- 
rich endeavored to impress upon the delega- 
tion was that he wanted an appropriation and 
some action taken by the present Congress on 
the public building matter. 

| Postmaster Hesing is heartily in |favor of the 
proposition of Chairman Bankhend to appoint a 
commission to acquire title to a site for a post- 
office on the Lake-Front. He said: | “I have no 


doubt a commission of Chicago business-men - 


would in a short time secure the permission of 
every one for the erection of the Postioftice on the 
Lake-Front. When Chairman Bankhead was 
here he told me he was as certain as of anything 
in this world that Congress would not, in the 
present situation of affairs and with the spirit 
of economy prevailing at Washington, pass an 
appropriation of $4,000,000 at this session fo¥ a 
new postotiice. 6 had no hope the MeGann bill 
would pass. If a commission were appointed to 
secure the Lake-Front site it,would have the site 
/with the consent of the Illinois Legislature with- 
in sixty days after Jan. 1. Bankhead’s Lake- 
Front plan would involve no more “elay than 
the McGann pers On the other hand, 1f the Me- 
Gann bill fails at this session the whoie question 
of a new Postottice with nothing areomplished 
will be thrown over to next year.

CONGRESSMEN’S SALARIFS DOCKED. 


Apologies and Excuses Written on Cer- 
tificates Sent to the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
Wastineton, D. C., May 4.—Congressional 

salaries for the month of April became due 

today, so that members had their first expe- 
rience with the new procedure of “‘docking”’ 
for absenteeism. Up to last night 213 mem- 
bers had filed their certificates, showing the 
number of days, if any, they had been ab- 
sent. Today about fifty more certificates 
were put in, leaving about 100 unaccounted 
for. In the certificates thus far received 
six days is the greatest number of 
absent days admitted by any member. 

The ‘dockage’ for this at %13.698 

a day is $82.19. The great majority of 

the members certify that they have nct been 

absent at all and the most of those who’ cer- 
tify absence limit the period to one or two 
days. Atthis rate the total deductions will 
be small. The Congressmen are showing 
much uneasiness in making out the certiti- 
cates, as there is nothing beyond their word 
of honor to show how many days they have 
been absent. They feel reluctant to surrender 

a part of their salary and yet are bound in 

honor to report the days for which deduction 

should be made. 

Some of the certificates were written over 
on both sides with apologies and excuses for 
absence, members hoping in that way to’se- 
cure their full pay and yet admit absence. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms notes only the epecific 
statements of absence and does not attempt 
to pass judicially on the long and labored ex- 
cuses. The only excuse recognized by law is 
sickness. It is said that the certificates of

FLOWER VETOES A DANGEROUS BILL, 
Mayor: of New York Will Not Be Allowed 
Autocratic Power. 

Aupany, N. Y., May 4.—/Special.]—Gov. 
Flower has signed 123 of the bills left in his 
hands upon the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture. Included in the number were those 
making the Sheriff of New York a salaried of- 
ficer at $20,000 a year and for. the appoint- 
ment of a commission to examine into tene- 
ment houses in New York City. He.also ap- 
proved of the appropriation of $160,000 for 
the enlargement of Hotfman’s Island for quar- 
antine purposes. He vetoed the New York 
City heads of department bill, which provided 
that the. Mayor of New York appoint these 
ofticers. In his message the Governor holds 
that the principle of the bill is dangerous. 
Then he says: |, 

Its provisions make the Mayor of New York an 
autocrat, the heads of municipal departments 
merely his puppets. They destroy the present 
wise system of checks and balances in municipal 
administration, a systenr designed, like that of 
the State government, to protect the people trom 
wholesale abuses by bad officers. By giving to 
the Mayor, as the bill would, a controlling in- 
fluence in the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment it would place undér his absolute control 
the expenditure of between $30,000,000 and 
$50,000,000 annually, a power which, if so dis- 
posed, he could use for the basest personal or 
political ends. 

A measure providing for the appointment 
by the Governor of nine trustees, six of 
whom shall be women, to select a site fora 
home for dependent veterans and their wives, 
widows, and mothers, and army nurses is be- 
lieved to be the first law which gives women 
a majority on a State board,

Plans of the Goulds Regarding the Races 
Authoritatively Outlined. 

New Yorx. May 4.—(Special,|—For the 
first time since the Messrs. Gould bought the 
Vigilant it is possible to announce their defi- 
nite purposes. The boat is now being’ fitted 
out with all possible dispatch for a campaign 
abroad, ineludimg an entry in all the big 
suinmer regattas in English waters and a try 
at the big events in the Mediterranean during 
the following winter. Within the last few 
days the Goulds have talked freely with their 
yachting friends and have asked them freely 
for advice. The forward-and aft plates of 
steel on the Vigilant, which suffered 
niost from galvanic influences, are being re- 
placed by plates of Tobin bronze. A “seag 
is being fitted to the straight keel of the boat 
to make it more a¢tive in stays. A new set of 
sails has been ordered from Wilson, which 
are to bestretched and dried outafter the 
Vigijant’s arrival in England. Arrangements 
have been made for Wilson and Nat Herre- 
shoff to go abroad with the boat. Mr. Gould 
hopes to have the Vigilant overboard at Port 
Jefferson by Monday next. The designed 
changes and improvements .will take at least 
two and possibiy three weeks, by which time 
he hopes to start his racer for Cowes, The 
Atalanta will sail about the same time as a 
convoy tu the racer. Mr, Gould has surren- 
dered his big schooner Hildegarde to Oliver 
Iselin for the summer, and it is within the 
probabilities that he may take it abroad also. 
The fact that the Vigilant will be sailing away 
under yaw! rig within three weeks puts a 
quietus upon those yachtsmen who hoped for 
a renewal of the big fights of. last summer in 
American waters.

PERSIAN MONARCH FLOATED AGAIN.

A fleet of tugboats succeeded in get- 
ting it off in the same way that it was hauled 
out of its last predicament.

New Boats of the “ Roland Line” Will Ar- 
rive Soon—General Gotham: News.

“Roland line” of the North German Lloyd, 
which are specially arranged for the forwarding 
of steerage passengers and freight from Bremen 
to New York and vice versa every fortnight. The 
two new twin screw steamers, Wittekind and 
Willehad, were launched in Hamburg Feb. 3 and 
March 19 tespectively. Each steamer has a 
capacity of 6,000 tons, and each is supplied with 
engines.

ventilators, tables and benches in the steerage 
proper, and electric lights throughout. The sub- 
division into numerous compartments also fur- 
nishes an important improvement for life below 
deck. The upper deck is at the disposal of steer- 
age paesnaers throughout its entire length, and 
is furnished with seats, partial sun shades. etc. 
There are the usual number of hospitals, wash- 
rooms, and toilets. La Navarre of the Compagnie 
Generale Transatlantique, a steamer built for the 
Southérn trade, has been transferred from the 
West Indian and Mexico service, and will make 
two trips during the summer ween New York 
and Havre, sailing from New York July 28 and 
Aug. 25.

SCOTTISH ASSEMBLY HAS A LIVELY ROW. 


The A. Gordon Murray Faction Routs the 
Old Board of Officers. 

The annual meeting and election of the 
Scottish assembly last night was lively and 
at one time several belligerent members laid 
violent hands on each other, but they were 
quickly separated. 

For a long time there has been bitter feel- 
ing between the faction led by A. Gordon 
Murray and the Board of Officers under the 
leadership of President D. R. Goudie, the 
trouble growmg out of the Burns memorial 
meeting at the Auditorium last February. 
Mr. Murray and the board have a suit at iaw 
now pending for the possession of the records 
of the assembly. Nearly all of the 200 mem- 
bers were present at Thompson’s Hall when 
the meeting was called to order, ; 

The Murray forces were in the ascendency, 
but Mr. Goudie had the chair. Mr. Goudie 
read his annual report, which was directed to 
a review of Mr. Murray, whom he denounced 
in emphatic terms as a disturber and wrecker 
of the assembly. He appealed to the mem- 
bers to rebuke Murray by rvélecting the old 
Board of Officers. The address was frequently 
interrupted with the jeers of the Murray ele- 
ment, 

Dr. Harvey Bates nominated Mr. Murray 
for President,.but the Chair refused to enter- 
tain the nomination. Mr, Murray attempted 
to make a motion, and was informed that he 
would not be recognized. He demanded a 
reason, and was informed that he had been 
expelied by the Board of Officers April 13. 
Dr. Bates appealed from the decision of the 
Chair and the right of the board to expel any 
one without due trial and notice to the mem- 
ber involved. The Chair declined to recog- 
nize the appeal. The excitement culminated 
when Mr. Murray moved to expel _ the 
Board of Officers. He stepped to 
the front of the platform to put the motion. 
Mr. Goudie and Directors Shand and Graham 
jumped off the platform to meet Murray. 
Half a dozen men ran up from the body of 
the audience to assist Murray. Grahem and 
Murray clinched and blows were about to be 
struck when Secretary Baker shouted out: 
** Remember, there are ladies present.’ This 
had the effect of restoring order, and then 
Secretary Baker took hold of the meeting. 
The appeal was sustained, and‘ the Murray 
people forted affairs to a conclusion, and 
when the votes for President were counted 
Mr. Murray was elected by a vote of 66 to 48 
for Goudie. '

‘SEEDS GOING IN FAST. 


ALL CONDITIONS FAVORABLE FOR 


FARMING IN NORTH DAKOTA. 


Rains and Damp Weather Put Back Spring 
Work Two Weeks, but All Difficulties 
Seem to Have Been Overcome and the 
Outlook Is for Good Crops=The Wheat 
Acreage Only Slightly Decreased, 
Though Potatoes Are Looked Upon 
with Greater Favor than Formerly. 


Bismarck, N. D., May 4.—[Special. ]}—Con- 
tinued rains and damp weather have delayed 
seeding in this State about two weeks. Up 
toa week ago the ground was wet and heavy, 
and it was impossible to accomplish much in 
the way of spring farm work. Work began 
in earnest the middle of last week and with 
pleasant weather and sunshine has been 
rushed to completion, and the close of the 
present week will see seeding finished in all 
parts of the State. In many places where the 
conditions were more favorable, grain of. all 
kinds has come up and is looking fine, The 
acreage of wheat will not be much decreased. 
The ground is now in the finest condition, and 
notwithstanding the lateness of the season the 
conditions fora big fall harvest are better 
than for years. ‘The prospect for the wheat 
crop is especially good, Reports from 
hundreds of correspondents of the State 
weather service here indicate that all grains 
promise.to grow well and yield good harvests. 

Jamestown, N. D., May. 4.—[(Special.}]— 
Seeding is now fully under way. From eon- 
versations with farmers in different parts of 
the country it is learned that the acreage 
sown will be decreased from that of last year 
by about 10 per cent. The Russian thistle 
scare will have no bearing pn this decrease, 
which is owing solely to inability to prepare 
the land. The crops sown will be more di- 
versified than last year, and a good deal of 
attention will be given-to garden produce, 
especialiy potatoes. The weather for the last 
week has been most favorable, and in some 
places the grain first sown has made its ap- 
pearance above ground; The soil is in better 
condition as regards moisture than it has been 
for several years, and with favorable rains 
during the next six weeks a large yield will 
surely be had. There is now about 50 per 
cent of the grain in, and seeding will be fin- 
ished about the 10th of the month, 

Potatoes Looked Upon with favor. 

ELLENDALE, N. D., May 4.—[Special.]— 
Seeding in this part of the State will be com- 
pleted by the 10th inst., being about five days 
later than the average year, though no later 
than last season. The acreage of wheat will 
be 25 per cent less than last year, but there is 
a corresponding increase in other kinds of 
grain including corn, rye, barley, oats, and 
millet, with prospects of a much larger 
acreage of potatoes than ever before. A large 
proportion of the grain now in the ground is 
voming up and farmers generally predict a 
good crop season, there being plenty of 
moisture in the ground now and remarkably 
fine growing weather. 

Grarron, N. D., May 4.—[Special. }—Seed- 
ing in the Red River Valley is progressing 
rapidly. The ground is in splendid condition, 
the seed going into the ground this year fully 
as early as last year, although it looked at 
one time during April as if the continued 
rains and snow-storms were going to delay 
spring work somewhat. The acreage this 
year will be about the same as last year. In 
the west there will be increase in all sections, 
Considerable barley will be put in for feed. 
the farmers in this section being convinced 
that diversified farming is needed bere. 

Granp Forks, N. D., May 4.—[Special.|— 
Seeding is general and progressing rapidly. 
Farmers are busy, as the ground never was in 
better condition. With continued pleasant 
conditions for ten days seeding will be practi- 
cally completed. Fitty to 75 per cent of the 
wheat has been sown in the Red River Valley. 
Owing to the splendid condition of the ground 
farmers look for large crops, more than the 
usual average yield throughout the valley. 
Grain sown early is up, lookmg splendid 
despite the fact that it was sown ore the 
last severe storm, freeze, thaw, 
wheat acreage will be about 10 per cent less 
than last year, other grains receiving more 
attention. 

Good Condition at Devil’s Lake. 

Dkviu’s Laxg, ¥. D., May 4.—| Special. |— 
On accaunt of continued rains seeding was de- 
layed until last Monday, when it became gen- 
eral. Since that time the weather has been 
splendid and seedmg has been rushed and is 
almost half conipleted. Another week of 
favorable weather will ace the grain all sown. 
The ground never has been in as good condi- 
tion as at present. The prospects for big crops 
are excellent. If present conditions continue 
the wheat yield for Ramsay County this sea- 
son is estimated at 15,000,000 bushels. 

Farao, N, D., May 4.—[Special. |—sSeeding 
is well under way throughout the middie and 
upper porcions of the Red River Valley, and 
in the southern portion it is wey, com pie- 
tion. The wheat acreage will be diminished 
one-fourth, but the acreage of all other cereals 


will be greatly increased. The weather of the | 


last few days has facilitated spring work, 
which is being pushed rapidly, and will be 
completed by the 15th if there is no rain. 
Along’the line of the Great Northern road 
little grain has been sown, the strike prevent- 
ing farmers from ‘securing seed grain. They 
can get all needed now.

HOT FIGHT ON OONNERS. 


, . 
Union Does Not Wish to Work Under Any 
Contractor and Contend4 fer Direct Em- 

_ ployment by the Lines=Some of the 

Men Are Given a Prubbing=—Brick- 
makers’ Troubles Are Quieting Down= 
Other News Gathered in the Local La- 
bor Field. 

The longshoremen declared a strike yester- 
day on the Union line and _ will probably fol- 
low it up today by striking on the W estern 
and Lehigh Valley lines. ‘These are the lines 
on which Conners has the contract for freight 
handling. The‘strike is against Conners be- 
ing allowed the work. The men want to work 
direct for the companies and not for contrac- 
tors. The union met yesterday at No. 104 
Randolph street. Two hundred and fifty 
members were present. Speeches were made 
by President Howard, Al Lamorris and 
others. A committee of twenty-five was 
named to present the union’s demands to the 
companies. The committee called at the 
Union docks. The men laid their grievances 
before Agent T. Morford. He said the 
freight handling business had been placed en- 
tirely in the hands of Conners | and that he 
could do nothing, ‘The committee then 
usked the men at work on the 
dock to  ‘stmke, They promised to 
as soon as they completed the unloading of 
the steamer Tioga on which they were then 
engaged. One hundred and fifty men are 
empioyed there. They will complete the un- 
loading about daylight this morning. The 
Union and Lehigh Valley offices were visited 
but as the agents could not be found demands 
were not presented. These will be handed 
in this afternoon and, in case of meeting with 
a refusal, strikes will be, ordered. Several 
union"nen were assaultéd yesterday. 

The striking gravel-roofers secured the sig- 
natures of Renaud &.Ca., the Standard 
Roofing company, and Powell & Jones to 
the wage-scale yesterday. The only firm in 
the city outstanding now is that of M. W. 
Powell who says he will go ovt of business 
before he will accede to the demands of the 
union. A non-union teamster named Bell 
while hauling materials to Powell & Jones be- 
fore they signed the scale was assaulted by 
strikers and stabbed in the abdomen witha 
dagger. His recovery is doubtfal. There 
were no arrests. 

In the painters’ strike the large firm of 
Smith & Goetz, No. 2509 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue, signed the scale of the strikers and thirty 
men resumed work. Twenty men, said by the 
striking painters to be deserters from Coxey’s 
army, who had just reached Chicago in box- 
cars, were put to work yesterday by some of 
the non-unton boss painters, 

The situation among the striking brickmak- 
ers at the Blue Island, Shermerville, and 
Evanston yards was much quieter yesterday. 
Nearly all the strikers left Blue Island. At 
Shermerville a few dozen remained, but 
made no move toward raiaing further trouble, 
The deputies at the Weber-Labahn company’s 
yard at Evanston have been withdrawn.

DISTURBS HORSEMEN, 


Unless Official Permits to Race Are Ob- 
tained Stable-Owners Will Be Barred 
from Even Obtaining Shelter on the 
So-Called Loyal Tracks — Washington 
Park and Hawthorne Not Likely to Be 
AffectetleFred Hoey Deferts Twenty 
Crack Trap Shooters at Philadelphi.. 


New York, May 4.—[Special, |—The action 
by the new jockey club against unlicensed as- 
Sociations is provoking ‘tonsiderable discus- 
sion among horsemen. All associations that 
race without first obtaining official sanction 
from the stewards, both as to dates and rac- 
ing officials, will be boycotted, and all horses 
racing at such courses will not be eligible to 
even shelter upon any loyal track. Many 
horsemen think this measure is a direct blow 
at Brighton Beaeh, for the Beach combers 
will not even take the trouble to apply to the 
jockey club for a license. The Beach 
folks have a fashion of running during July 
and August as they deem fit, and employing 
such persons in official capacities as they 
choose. If the jockey club attempts to dic- 
tate terms to the Beach it will strike its first 
big snag. The club will in all likelihood re. 
lax a point or two in its dealings with Brigh- 
ton. Such minor organizations as those pro- 
jected in Virginia will sutfer in the East, and 
Roby, Madison, and East St. Louis in the 
West. President Walbaum of the Saratoga | 
Association is possessed of sufficient diplo- 
macy to travel peacefully with the successor 
to the Board of Control. 

Three poolroom men are now interested in 

an electric scheme at Westchester, and the old 
Puritan club is to be opened next Tuesday at 
Long Island City with from six to eight books 
laying the odds. 
_ [The hew jockey club’s ally, the Turf Congress, 
is not likely to boycott the Washington Park club 
or Chicago Racing Association, neither of which 
is likely to apply for a license to race.

Deaconesses Think They Should All Be 


Dressed Alike. 

The second day’s session of the National 
Deaconesses’ conference opened with renewed 
interest yesterday morning at Grace Method- 
ist Episcopal Church. Among the new ar- 
rivals were the Rev. Carl Stoecker, Superin- 
terdent of Bethany Deaconesses” Home, Ams- 
terdam, N. Y.; Bishop Warren of Denver, 
Colo.; Bishop Charles Fowler, the Rev. J. R. 
Creighton, Milwaukee; Dr. Tucker. Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., and the Rev. Dr. J. Witliam- 
son of the Rock River conference. The Chair- 
inan of the Business committee read his re- 
It ‘provided fur the  appoint- 
ment’ of a committee of fifteen on 
memoriais to the general conference, 
which will be held in two years. Some of the 
addresses inade and papers read at the morn- 
ing’s session, the general topic for which was 
‘*The Model Deaconesses’ Home.’ expressed 
the sentiment that the adoption of more co- 
operative measures was necessary to the wel- 
fare of the organization. 

Dr. E. S. Tipple of New York in his paper 
told how a home should be. organized, and 
Dr. Pearson and Mary ¢efferson led in .the 
discussion which followed. Mrs. T. F. An- 
drews spoke upon the subject of the support 
of the home. Mrs. Kellogg, Lucretia Gad- 
dis, Ida McCoy, and others participated in 
the discussion on the subject. The Rev. Jno. 
Pearson, D. D., and the Rev. F. M. North 
afterward made addresses regarding the rela- 
tion of allied bodies to deaconess homes, 
Dr. F, M. North proposed New York’ as the 
place for the next vonferénce, and Dk. Carl 
Stoecker advocated Amsterdam, N.Y; Bya 
vote of 25 to 8 New York was chosen. 

Misses Lunn, Dreyer, Beyers, Pierce, and 
Palmer were appointed a committee on cos- 
tume. There are at present many varieties 
of uniforins worn by the deaconesses of differ- 
ent homes and the idea is to establish one 
style of dress. Among the departments to 
which the Amsterdam deaconesses are devot- 
ing much of their attention is that set apart 
for foreign young women who come to the 
town without friends and destitute. So said 
Dr. Stoecker, who spoke for the society. The 
singapore society, it was announced, had just 
come into possession of its new building. 

The afterrvon session was more full --at- 
tended than any of the previous sessions. In 
the absence of Bishop Joyce Bishop Merrill 
occupied the chair. The subject was, * The 
Model Deaconess Hospital.’’ The Rev. J. P. 
Marlatt of St. Louis)toid how such an institu- 
tion was organized and the Rev. C. H, Weak- 
ly of Cincinnati spoke about its support.

The 
times were hard. Thousands of men were out of 
work in Austria, Germany, and all over the Con- 
tinent of Europe. We went in a body without 
turbulence, and wére repulsed by the ichstag. 
hex would not listen ro our petition.

peaceable~ gathering yee ates We were -all 
youngsters, and with the enthusiasm of youth de- 
termined to try other arguments. Gathering 
every sort of implement of ive warfare in 
reach we burst upon the national armory, which 
was wholly unprepared for such a sudden attack, 
ejected the handful of soldiers on guard, and in a 
twinkling seized 40,000 stand of arms. This was 
the initial move that started the great revoiution 
of ‘48, and’ incidentally is responsible for my 
American citizenship.’

To Cross the Ocean in a Cockleshell. 

A novel experiment in ocean navigation .is to 
be attempted’ by a Nottingham enthusiast, who 
has been occupying himself fora year past with 
the construction of a boat in which he proposes 
to cross the Atlantic during the forthcoming 
summer The vessel, which is built of iron ahd 
is éntirely of his own design and make, is only 
10 feet 6 inches long. with 3 feet beam and 2 feet 
6 inches depth, and is thus the smallest craft that 
has ever attempted such an adventurous voyage. 
It is whatis known asa “whaleback”’ deck and the 
cabin, lighted by glass windows at the side, will 
be completely watertight when closed, fresh air 
being obtained by pipes. Should the tiny craft 
be overturned, the inventor claims that ‘it will 
automatically right itself. It will be fitted with 
a ten-foot mast from the fore deck with jib and 
mainsail, and additional motive power will be 
supplied by a geared handscrew. The navigator 
intends te start from Nottingham, sailing down 
the Trent to Hull, and making for the Atlantic 
by way of the English Channel. He expects that 
the trip will occupy him something over a month.

GO DOWN ON THE TAB. 


MOST OF THE OHINESE HAVE THEIR 
NAMES REGISTERED. 


Reports Received at Washington Indicate 
the Mongolians Generally Complied 
with the Exclusion Act Except in the 
Mountainous Districts of Montana 
‘Where Snow Prevented Them Keach- 
ing Towns—Nearly All Those in Cali- 
fornia Take Steps to Avoid Deportation. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 4.—Yesterday was 
the last day for registration under the Chinese 
exclusion act and the amendments thereto. 
It is learned that there has been a general 
compliance with the law in all parts of the 
country. The only notable exception to the 
rule, so far as learned, has been in the mount- 
alnous districts of Montana, where deep 
snows and the rigors of winter have prevent- 
ed-these living in the interior from reaching 
points where registration books were open. 
In these sections the Deputies have been 
obliged to travel on snowshoes and endure 
hardships which the Chinese would hardly be 
expected to undergo. According to the cen- 
sus returns of 1890 there were approximately 
107;500 Chinese’in this country, and it is be- 
lieved about this number has registered. 

Under a recent opinion of the Attorney- 
General Chinese merchants who left the 
United States temporarily prior to Nov. 3, 
1893, will be. permitted to return within a 
reasonable time provided their. individual 
names appear in the firm designation. Mem- 
bers of tirms whose individual names do not 
so appear except in the general designation 
of **company’’ will not be permitted | to re- 
turn. - While no ruling has been made ‘upon 
the point it is believed firni members who left 
the United States prior to Nov. 3 with the 
knowledge thatas the law then stood they 
would be permitted to return will be allowed 
to prove that they are bona fide members of 
firms, provided, however, that the firm name 
be at once changed so as to include their sev- 
eral names. It is the opinion of some of the 
officiais that if this restriction is literally and 
rigidly enforced fully 90 per cent of ali of the 
merchants who left this country prior to Nov, 
8 will.be debarred from returning. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 4.—Not until 
after midnight this morning was the work of 
registermg Chinese in San Francisco finished. 
Collector Wellburn was of the opinion that 
the registration should end at & o'clock last 
night, but the Chinese Consul insisted that

to anticipate\any attempt to break down the. 
law and nullify the patient .work of six 
months Collector Wellburn decided to receive 
applications from 5 p. m to:12.p, m. and file 
thein separately until the Internal Revenue 
Commissioner passes upon their admissi- 
bility. During the day 390 Chinamen ap- 
plied for certificates. 

The total number of certificates issued and | 
applications received is 47,002. The census 
returns of 1890 place the number of Chinese 
in the First Revenue District at 51,000, Chi- 
nese laborers and women and children made 
application as wellas merchants. The first 
district comprises San Francisco and all the 
counties south and southeast of the San 
Joaquin River. In the fourth district, com- 
prising all counties north of the San Joaquin, 
the number registered up to a day ago was 
17.500; nearly all the Chinese in the district.

TO DISSOLVE HARLEV'S INJUNCTION. 


Judge Smith Hears Arguments and Takes 
the Case Under Advisement. 

dudge Smith finished yesterday hearing the 
arguments of counsel on a motion to dissolve 
an inyinction in the suit of Alfred Harfev, a 
contractor, against the Drainage District. In 
July, 1892, Harlev made a contract with the 
district for the excavation of Sec. 1 of the 
drainage channel, extending from Willow 
Springs 6,000 feet southward, by April 30, 
1896, for $600,000, Feb. 10, 1898, the dis- 
trict notified him he had forfeited his contract 
by non-compliance, and subsequently adver- 
tised for new bids. But Harlev April 24 
last began a suit, and got an injunction 
restraining the district from  reletting 
the contract. Harlev’s' bill says he 
was not required to begin work 
until thirty days after the district acquired 
the necessary right of way, and that the dis- 
trict did not acquire it until January, 1893. 
Nevertheless it! served him with several no- 
tices to proceed with the work. In the mean- 
while the contractor was hindered by the ice 
in the winter and floods in the spring, and the 
district instructed him to ¢onfine his atten. 
tion to a levee for the Desplaines to protect 
all parts of jhe works from the floods. He 
therefore objects to having his contract for- 
feited along with ali the work he has done 
and his pidnt of 125,000. The district ‘is 
represented by its attorney, 0. L. Carter, its 
assistant attorney, A. B. Dawson, John P. 
Wilson, Judge A. A. Goodrich, Judge L. E. 
Collins, Clarence Darrow, and L. A. Gross.

Brilliant Wisconsin Advocate Makes a 
Strong Speech for His Client—Places 
the Blame for the Bank Deals on the 
Defendant’s Associates—A Confessed 
Confederate in the Schilling Murder at 
Kalamazoo, Mich., Arrested. : 


Mapison, Wis., May 4.—[Special.]—In the 
trial of A. A. Cadwallader, ex-President of the 
Superior National Bank, for embezzlement, 
in the United States District Court today, As 
sistant District-Attorney Fruit finished his 
argument before the jury for the prosecution 
and ex-Senator John C. Spooner, leading 
attorney for the defense, made a 
strong plea for the extbanker. It 
was 2 o'clock when Col, Spooner 
began his address. He reyretted the insinua- 
tion of Mr. Fruit that he would attempt to 
lead the jury away from the facts in the case 
through eloquence by a magic which he did 
hot possess,and termed sucha course not 
only discourteous to himself but. an insult to 
the inte.ligence of the jury. The'trial of the 
defendant, Col. Spooner said, was upon specific 
charges, and a great mass of irrelevant mat- 
ter had been introduced into the case,.the 
only pretext for the allowance of | which was 
that it went to show the defendant's intention 
and character. The opposing counsel, he said, 
had endeavored to impress upon the jury that 
the defendant was a matured finamcier at the 
age of 26. He remembered ‘that when he 
was 26 he knew. or thought he knew, more 
than he had ever known since or ever ex- 
pected to know. The defendant was in fact 
amere youth, and his mistakes, his counsel 
maintained, were from his disastrous chasing 
after the bow of promise. The ex-Senator in- 
timated that there was nothing upon which to 
build the case more than the suspicion of ,the 
Assistant ,District-Attorney that the Superior 
banker was guilty because he went West ata 
time when the institution was in trouble. 
He paid a tribute to the prisoner by saying 
that it is a marvel to him that he could keep 
his mind clear enough to testify as he did, 
having seen the sky and sun only through 
prison bars the last year or more, The men 
who were associated with Cadwallader in the 
‘Superior bank schethe then came in fora severe 
scoring, so severe in fact thatthe impression 
was left that nearly every one of them is 
liable to be defendant in a trial before a 
court of justice. The point made was that 
these men, Messrs. Alvord, Merriman, Agen 
of Superior, Dr. Butler of Bryn Mawr, 
Pa...and others were the real promoteraPof 
the banking enterprise, and that they secured 
the young Pennsyivanian, Cadwallader, for 
President, and then loaded him down with a 
load of financial obligations under which no 
man could live. 

In his efforts to see the bank safely through 
Cadwalisder had, borrowed money from tne 
United States National Bank of New York, 
$50,000, to-pay up his own subscription and 
that of the cashier, Mr. Hallowell, now also 
under indictment, The Superior gentle- 
men’ were designated <in many ways, 
being called | typical boomers, shrewd 
schemers, and! feeble-minded men. Col. 
Spooner branded their transactions as 
a despotic, unfair, and a devilsh éffort to 
ruin Cadwallaaer. District-Attorney Harper 
also came in for severe criticism for the man- 
ner in which he has conducted the'trial. Col. 
Spooner seid it was not his purpose to defend 
all the transactions of the defendant any 
more thaa those of his associates, Agen, Ab- 
bott, and others, The attorney said he admit- 
ted that some things Cadwallader did would 
be called poor banking methods, but if every 
banker who indulged in them is to be sent to 
the penitentiary it is a sorry condition of af- 
fairs. ; 
Gist of the Defense. 

Col, Spooner then stated the real gist of the 
defense, holding that intent is the main issue 
in the case, and that it has been clearly shown 
that Cadwallader’s intentions in all transac- 
tions were good, He did everything with an 
houest purpose. ’*Tis true, he afterward 
found that some of his acts were not what 
they should be, but he forthwith started to 
Correct the error, and would, if he nad been 
given any sort of show, have straightened all 
matters out and paid upevery dollar. He 
said that Cadwallader’s head was turned by 
the hurry and bustle of a boom town and he 
was overconfident as to the prospects of the 
new bank. The “little fool’ thought 

he could dispose of millions of 
dollars’ worth of stock in the East, said Mr. 
Spooner, but he immediately corrected the 
‘* little fool ’’ part of the statement by saying 
that Cadwallader at least. lived ina ‘fool's 
paradise."’. He showed:how the directors of 
the bank had refused to give hima week in 
which to straighten out his affairs; how they 
had turned .him out of the bank and tele- 
graphed the fact toevery bank in the country, 
making it impossible for him to seil his stock 
and raise money to meet his obligations. 
Capt. Henry, the detective, who 
brought the defendant back from Brazil, 
then came in for severe criticism, Mr. Spoon- 
er saying that his interest in the case was 
purely as a detective. a man who regards the 
men sent to ptison through his efforts as an 
Indian regards scalps. He showed that Capt. 
Henry’s testimony@pas open to suspicion, be- 
eause after he had given it he threatened the 
attorneys for the defense with punishment if 
they dared assail the integrity of his state- 
ments. , Col. Spooner: with much force de- 
clared that he thén and there assailed Henry’s 
testimonys He stated that ‘‘no man lives 
or ever will live who can deter me from 
the discharge of my duty in a lawsuit. It 
will be a sorryjiay for the American people 
when lawyers can be intimidated by threats.”’ 
Appeals to Jurors’ Sympathies, 

Col. Spooner then caused a hush in the 
court-rodm by pleading for the wife-and little 
ones of the prisoner, who were in court. He 
said that death is by no means the worst 
thing that saddens our lives. The possibility 
of becoming a convict is worse than death. 
If convicted Cadwallader’s wife will become 
a convict’s wife, his little ones, no 
matter how bright and heautiful 

they -grow, will be convict’s daughters 
and the world’ will know it. “ It is not for 


that this jury judge this man in the light of 
ail circumstances and not be led away by 
prejudices. I\plead for the defendant him- 
self, I plead for the wife, for those beautiful 
little children, for .the father, and for the 
whole people and the law. Don’t decide un- 
til you have weighed the testimony.”’ 

The sorrow-stricken wife and Cadwallader 
himself were weeping bitterly and over half 
the jurymen .were wipmng ,tears from their 
eyes when Col. Spooner ended his address, 

The case will go to the jury tomorrow,

RECEIVER FOR LOAN ASSOCIATION, 


At Rantoul, IIL, the Borrawers Get Nearly 
Alt the Money. 

Sprincrievp, Ill., May 4.-—-[Special.|—The 
Auditor of Public Accounts, in response toa 
telegram from various. stockholders of the 
Rantoul Building and Loan Association of 
Ranteul, Ill., sent the chief of the building 
and loan department of his office to that place 
to investigate the troubles of the association. 
Upon investigation Mr. Gore found the asso- 
ciation was organized and commenced busi- 
ness May 1, 1886, on what is- known as the 
‘‘terminating’’ plan. One series of stock, 
consisting of 1,000 shares, was issued and 
eight years was fixed by the by-laws as the time 
in which the stock should mature and the 
loans of borrowing members be deemed to be 
repaid. The period of eight years expired 
May 1, and the President and Secretary of 
the association promptly executed release 
deeds to the borrowers. After doing this they 
found they had but $1,154 with which to 
pay claims due non-borrowers amounting to 
$11,800. There had been paid in as dues the 
sun of $52 per share and profits amounting 
to $36 per share, the value of shares being 
$88 each. Mr. Gore found the trouble to be 
that the borrowers had received $100 per 
share for their stock, which rendered it im- 
possible to pay the non-borrowers more than 
about $10 per share. ‘After locating the 
trouble Mr. Gore, together wit a 
committee of the non-borrowers. proceeded 
to Urbana, where an injunction was obtained 
restraining the Recorder from recording the 
releases given by the President and Secre- 
tary ‘ and the borrowers from disposing of the 
property upon which the loans were made. 
A receiver was appointed for the association 
and a decree will be entered requiring the 
borrowers to pay over the sum of $11.76 
per share on their stock to the receiver, to be 


_by him applied to the payment of the amount 


due the non-borrowers, The experience of 
this association, Mr. Gore believes, sub- 
stantiates his position in his dealings with 
other associations, that contracts to mature 
stock or release securities at a specific and 
definite time cannot be safely or legally

SEDALIA NATIONAL BANK FAILS, 


One of the Leading Institutions in Central 
Missouri Forced to Suspend, 

Sepauia, Mo., May 4.-—-[Special.|—The 
First National Bank of Sedalia, after an un- 
interrupted existence of twenty-eight years, 
failed to open its doors this morning. A state- 
nent signed by the directors was posted.on the 
door and in ghibstance said that the best 
interest# of all if'was deem b that the 
bank be closed and the Controller of the Cur- 
rency at Washington notified of the decision. 
The bank had a capital stock of $250,000. 
Its officers are Cyrus Newkirk, President; 
J. ©. Thompson, cashier: F. Guen- 
ther, assistant cashier, The last statement of 
the bank showed depsits subject to draft, 
$180,000; bills payable, $50,000; discounts 
nearly halfa million. The failure of the 
bank Was not a great surprise. A yeat ago a 
bogus telegram was published ina St. Louis 
paper which stated that the bank had failed. 
Since then depositors have been. gradually 
withdrawing and creditors have been urgent 
for their money. The bank was carrying a 
large amount of paper when.the panic came 
on last summer, and it was found impossible 
to coHect on account of the shrinkage of busi- 
ness and scareity of money. Other local 
banks are in no wise impaired.

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OUTLOOK FOR TRADE, 


THERE IS PROMISE OF AN INOREASED 
OONSUMPTION OF WOOL. 


Marked Decrease in the Liabilities of 
Firms Failing=Cotton Growers and 
Speculators inthe DumpseSpring Trade 
Was Disappointing and Fall Trade Is 
Unpromising=Bearish Pressure Upon 
All Granger StockseIndustrial Group 
Relatively Steady. 


New York, May 4.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Trade Review tomorrow will say: “ A 
point of encouragement is the heavy buying 
of wool amounting to 6,492,600 pounds for 
the week at three chief markets, against 
4,661,000 last year. In April sales were 21,- 
838,958 pounds, against 16,998,950 last 
year. As these sales have for years been in 
steady relation to the entire consumption of 
wool it is fair to infer that in spite of the 
stoppage of some important works and in 
spite of uncertainties as to labor and as to 
legislation consumption will continue large 
for some weeks at least. 

The enormous unsold stock of wheat, which 
has made a lower average of prices in Febru- 
ary, March, and April than was ever known 
in any previous month, has depressed May 
wheat to the Jowest point on record, although 
Western receipts were only 1,080,736 bush- 
els, against 2,488,050 last year, and Atlantic 
exports 1,143,285 bushels, against 1,518,910 
bushels last year. The decline for spot has 
been slight, with no change for July. Corn 
yielded a quarter, exports falling suddenly 
below, while Western receipts nearly doubled 
last year’s, and pork products were lower. 
Cotton speculators, who have seen larger re- 
ceipts from plantations in April than a year 
ago. have lost faith and grip with favoring ac. 
counts of acreage planted, and the price de- 
clined an eighth. 

The most eacouraging sign is the marked 
decrease in liabilities of firms tailing, . which 
were only $1,448,144 for the last week of 
April, and for four weeks $8,722,708, of 
which $3,722,220 were of manufacturing 
and $4,644,367 of tradimg concerns. The 
amount of liabilities at the South was $2,. 
bye! against $3,111,032 in Eastern and 

2,692,257 in Western States. The failures 
this week have been 233 in the United States, 
against 216 last year, and thirty-five in Cana- 
da, against twenty-soven last year, 


ONLY HAND-TO-MOUTH BUYING, 


Spring Trade Is Finished and Fall Orders 
Are Scarce and Unprofitable, 

New York, May 4.—Bradstreet’s review of 
the state of trade tomorrow will say: 

The movement of general merchandise 
throughout the country is smaller in. volume. 
Spring trade is finished and orders for fall deliv- 
ery are, with few exceptions, not meeting expec- 
tations. Jobbers in leading lines at almost all 
the larger cities report sales almost without ex- 
ception as of a hand-to-mouth description. The 
extension of the coal and coke strike, accompa- 
nied by riots at Cleveland and Mesaba, has em- 
phasized the depression. The industrial situa- 
tuon, therefore, has not improv Strikes of 
iron-ore miners, among building trades, with an 
extension of the coal-miners’ strike, and the al- 
most total cessation of operations in the coke 
regions, have swelled the total number of idle 
industrial workers to fully 215,000. Shut-downs 
of industrial concerns dependent on coke or 
soft codl for fuel are increasing,  not- 
withstanding an attempt of coal operatives and 
operators to get together to arrange a basis of 
settlement. The prices movement tips the scales. 
with Indian corn, oats, cotton, coffee, and refined 
sugar ail lower and wool and some varieties of 
woolens and cotton goods heavy, witha marked 
tendency of quotations to weaken. Wheat scored 
its fifth or sixth lowest price on record during 
the crop year, 60‘4c, at New York. A relatively 
favorable industrial report comes from Detroit, 
where there are fewer unemployed, Another 
contrast is seen in New England shoe factories 
running on short time, while at St. Louis four 
mouths’ shipments arein excess of last year. 
Transactions in wool have stackened and prices 
of some grades are weaker. “ 

Stocks of wheat here and in Canada, afloat for 
and in Europe during April fell away 5,267,000 
bushels. a smaller April decrease, except in 1891, 

-than for six years. Should these stocks fall away 
during May and June even as rapidly as for sev- 
eral preceding years American, afloat, and Euro-

PULSELESS FINANCIAL CONDITION, 


*Bradstreet’s Wall Street Review for the 


Week Is One of Gloomy Prophecies. 

New York, May 4.—Bradstreet’s review of 
the financial situation tomorrow will say: 

The slight increase this week has been attend- 
éd by an irregular relaxing of the strength 
which had been maintained in the face of the re- 
cent dullness. The market continues to be alto- 
gether professional in type, but it seems that the 
street has become weary of the continued wait- 
ing for the advent of improvement in business 
conditions and is more disposed to take a bearish 
attitude in speculation. Several circumstances 
contributed to increase this feeling, among which 
the shipment of $5,400,000 to Europe and the 
unfavorable tenor of weekly railway earnings 
have an important place. : 

The most noteworthy event of the weekin a 
speculative sense is the apparent abandonment 
of the attempt to reorganize the Reading prop- 
erty without foreclosure. 
rival committee to the original representatives 
of the general mortgage bonds, and the inception 
of arrangements to enforce the lien of mortgages 
is regarded as the first step towards a heavy as~- 
sessment on the stock. This has not oniy af- 
fected Reading, but created fears of a similar 
nature in regard to Atchison and other 
companies now in the hands of reorgan- 
izers. The result was extreme weak- 
ness in all bankrupted properties, the movement 
supplementing renewed bearish pressure upon 
the granger stocks. Sugar was an exception to 
thé general tendency of the market. It was man- 
ipulated vigorously, rising to 100% on the quasi 
assurances that the compromise tariff sche niles 
agreed on by the Senate majority will become a 
law. Chicago Gas was also strong, and the in- 
dustrial group as a whole seemed relatively 
steatlier than the railway share list, this being 
particularly noticeable on Friday, “when_ the 
whole list was stronger on the news from Wash- 
ington that the Democratic Senatorial caucus 
had determined to push the compromise tariff 
measure. 

The action of the railroad share list was in- 
fluenced by the question of earnings. The deérease 
of $160,000 in St. Paul’s gross revenue_ for the 
last week of April bad an unfavorabie effect, the 
stock selling down from 63 to 61%. The 
Burlington statement for March shoWed an in- 
crease of $4,298 in surplus against a decrease of 
$647,000 in gross. This, however, provoked uns 
favorablé comment, the stock declining to 77%, 
though a rally to 80 followed. The general 
bpinion is that economies in maintenance cannot 
be kept up, and that reduction in the dividends 
of granger roads will be necessary unless an im- 
provement in business appears.

The National School of Electricity is the 
pame of a cerporation for which the final 
charter papers have just been issued at 
Springtield. Its object is the establishment 
in every convenient city ia the United States, 
as far as possible, of a popular schgol of 
electrical science, and it originated from the 
electrical display at the great Exposition of 
last summer, 

During the World’s Fair Prof. Barrett, the 
chief of the department of electricity, re- 
ceived hundreds of letters from all parts of 
the country calling for a coutse of lectures on 
practical electricity in connection with his 
department. An effort was made to comply 
with this request, but the lectures were soon 
abandoned for the reason that the hall would 
not contain the people, and dissatisfaction 
was the result. When the World's Fair was 
over these demands on Prof. Barrett for such a 
course of lectures came faster than ever and 
he was driven to yicid to them and to organ+ 
ize the National School of Electricity.

More than %$800,000,000 are employed in elec- 
trical pursuits today, and these figures are 
increased at the rate of $100,000,000 ananally, 
Within a decade nine-tenths of the steamboating, 
railroading, canal hauling, illumipation, 
mesting lighting, heating, cook factory opera- 
tion, mining, and metailuregy will be done by 
electricity. This means the employmesit 6f men 
and of electric experts. There are also many 
applications of electricity yet in an undeveloped 
state which are worlhy of any amount of time, 
study,* and laber. Electricity is the most prom- 
ising field’in civilization today. 

Manatfacturers of machinery and mechanical 
apparatus are finding it necessary to extend their 
business into the various fields of electricity in 
order to keep up with. the times; Young men 
starting in life either from college of without a 
liberal education soon find that electricity enters 
more or /ess into all the business of their lives.

Life of Prof. Youmans, 

The biography of the late Edward Living- 
ston Youmans, written by his friend, Prof. 
John Fiske, and published by the Appletons, 
should bea highly interesting story to the 
many thousands who have listened tc or read 
his irterpretations of science for the people, 
Youmans wasa tost remarkable man. His 
opportunities for acquiring an education were 
exceedingly limited, and his scientific studies 
asa youth were confined to, the reading of 
books and newspaper articles. | When less 
than 19 years old he became blind and con- 
tinued so for about twelve years, poverty be- 
ing a hindrance to recovery. During that time 
he conceived the idea of writing a history of 
progress in discovery and invention, but 
after working on it several mopths discon- 
tinued it because of the publication of a book 
ou that subject by another hand. In a similar 
manner he was discouraged in the prepara- 
tion of a text book on arithmetic, but his next 
ventures, a chemical chart and a text book of 
chemistry, were successes. ‘ Soon after the ap- 
pearance of the book his blindness came to 
an end,and in a double sense of the term 
Youmans began a new career, With the par. 
tial recovery of the use of one eye at the age 
of 30, this being in 1851, he became a lect- 
urer on science, and continued to occupy that 
field of activity for seventeen years, His *‘Hand- 
book on Household Science’’ was published 
in 1857, and his ** Correlation and Conserva- 
tion of Forces ’’ seven years later. Then he 
bent his energies to the work of conipleting 
and publishing the collectién of essays, 
entitled ** The Culture Demanded by Modern 
Life.” The International Scientific series 
was undertaken in 1871 and the Popular 
Science Monthly the next year, the datter be- 
ing the work by which he should be best 
known by the great mass of readers. His 
subsequent labors in behalf of international 
his friendship with Herbert 
Spencer, and other facts of abiding interest 
form the material fora few pages, and the 
biographical sketch is followed by a selection 
of writings from the pen of Youmans. These 
inciude ** Mental Discipline in Education,”

Pain, Pleasure,’and Esthetics. 

* Pain, Pleasure, and Esthetics’? isa psycho- 
logical study of certain subjective states, the 
nature and origin of which have always been 
more or less matters of diecussion amongst 
philosophers in all times. Mr. Marshall con- 
siders them in both their psychological and 
physiological aspects and seems fully compe- 
tent to treat the subject from both sides. The 
most notable of his deductions is that in 
which he concludes that pleasure and pain are 
distinct from sensation or emotion with which 
they have been associated more ar less direct- 
ly by the great majority of writers, The author 
considers them general qualities that may be 
attached tu any tixed element of conscious- 
ness. The physical basis of these qualities 
forins the subject of two of the seven chapters 
of the work, and Mr. Marshall’s conclusion is 
that ** pleasure and pain are determined by 
the efficiency and inefficiency respectively of 
the organs active in coincidence with the 
pleasurable or painful mental elements: that 
efficiency and inefficiency are functions of the 
relation between activity and nutrition; pleas- 
ure being dependent upon the use of surplus 
stored force and pain upon conditions under 
which the outcome of the organs’ activity 
is less than should ~-be expected in 
consideration of the energy involved 
in the stimulus.”” This more readily accounts 
for the pleasures of activity, but the author 
brings those of rest and relief also into his 
scheme by assuming that they are due to the 
diffuse satisfactory functioning of the organs 
that had been thrown out of use by the ex- 
cessive action of a part. The author thinks 
he has found the art impulsé ina natural in- 
stinct, and that, therefore, esthetics can be 
rightly considered in connection with 
the ordinary feelings of pleasure and 
pain and finds corroboration of thisin the 
practice of artists and goes at length into the 
discussion of what he calis algedonie esthet- 
ics. It islikely that his work, as he in- 
tends, will be of someinterest to artists and 
students who wish to go deeply into the psy- 
chological foundations of their profession.

He finds girls 
“not so firmly strong nor so well balanced as 
boys; . . . naturally timid; inclined to 
dependence, born conservatives,’ ; but his de- 
duction from this is not that they should be 
left to the ‘tyranny of authority and 
tradition. Emancipate their minds, throw 
every facility in their way for 
acquiring knowledge, both theoretical and 
practical; *‘let them, if they so please, be- 
eome merchants, barristers, politicians; but 
let them understand, as the necessary corre- 
lative, that they are to have no favor.”’ The 
result, he thinks, will be that they will find 
their place, and that this place will neither be 
that in which they have been held nor that to 
which some of them aspire. “The duty of

‘FOR INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM. 
By far the most important news of this 
week is conveyed in the reports of proceed. 
ings at the International Bimetallic Confer- 
ence in London, and of the indorsement of 
the action of that conference by United 
States Senators who voted for the repeal of 
the purchasing clause in the Sherman law of 
July 14, 1890. The speech by the Rt.-Hon. 
A. J. Balfour, the Conservative leader in Par- 
liament, id especially significant. His views 
concur with those of Lord Salisbury, the late 
Conservative Premier. All the indications 
point to the belief that the Conservative party 
of the United Kingdom has about |concluded 
to espouse international bimetallism. A 
large section of the Liberal rarty in the 
northern districts,.embracing Manchester and 
other great manufacturing centers, is favor- 
able to bimetallism. and the letter of Arch- 
bishop Walsh is indicative of the prevailing 
Irish‘sentiment on the subject. Gladstone 
has been the chief obstructionist to the adop- 
- tion of bimetallism by the British Govern- 
ment, but his voice and influence no longer 
will be Beard or felt against it, andthe new 
Premier is too politic and sagacious to with- 
stand the drift of popular sentiment. Mr. 
Balfour’s speech recognized the important 
fact that the repeal of the purchasing clause 
in the Sherman law has produced such an ef- 
fect in India that relief must be sought, and 
that such relief only can be found-in the 
adoption of international bimetallig¢m. He 
was right in declaring that ‘‘ those are/respon- 
sible who keep Britain in stupid, selfish isola- 
tion on this great question.” 

This encouraging movement towards bi- 
Letaliien in Europe proves the wisdom of 
the American policy in refusing utterly to 
adopt free silver coinage until joined by other 
leading powers, including England. | Concur- 
rence by the latter must be made an impera- 
tive condition to our goimg into any monetary 
free coinage union. It is high time, for the 
reckless, go-it-alone free coinage advocates in 
this country to open their eyes to the supreme 
folly of their course. If their absurd ‘ de- 
mands”’ were adopted all hope of|a future 
international free coinage agreement would 
be wrecked, and the money standard of the 
United States would be slumped down to a 
silver monometallism having the silyer dollar 
worth less than 50 cents as the currency unit. 
Their whole course has been recki¢ss in the 
extreme, and the dishonesty of their motives 
must have been Spppredt, to every reasoning 
mind. 

The President of the United States at once 
should take steps to ‘‘souni”’ the British 
Government on the subject of calling another 
bimetallic international conference to be held 
in the Mansion House at London. | The way 
to this is open and the opportunity ought to 
be improved without needless loss of time. 
If Lord Rosebery should objeet his party can 
be thrown out of power ona vote of want of 
confidence and an appeal taken to) the con- 
stituencies on the issue of intérnational bi- 
metallism under the leadership of Balfour. 
Meanwhile the American friends and advo- 
eates of real bimetallism should unite to press 
the movement and agree upon what they 
deem to be the best dine of action to be pur- 
sued. Of course they would insist that all 
the gold and silver money nations must unite 
on a free coinage ratio for all of them, and 


an international legal tender on _ the 
lines Of the Latin Union. An _inter- 
national coin standard for silver and guld 
units of value should be agreed upon, the 
American half eagle and the British pound 
ought to be unified in weight and value, and a 
silver standard dollar be cojned by all the 
nations, the same to be legal tender for one- 
fifth the value of the pound or half eagle ora 
| fourth part of the value of the French napo- 
leon. The German, Austrian, and Russian 
gold and silver coins easily could be modified 
in weight of fine metal to correspond with the 
new pound and dollar, the Indian rupee should 
be made the equivalent of the British two 
shillings or half crown, and the Mexican dol- 
lar would require but a slight chaugein weight 
to make it conform to the new international 
coinage standard of silver. This also would 
bring China into the world’s monetary union. 

Where there is a will there is a way, and 
when the leading nations of the earth deter- 
mine that they want to establish international 
bimetallism on a fixed parity ratio there will 
remain‘only details to be settled. This will 
be done by “‘ give and take ’’ concessions be- 
tween the different parties to the bargain and 
all the world speedily can be brought into the 
monetary league: Courtney was right in his 
contention that “any international fixed 
ratio of free coinage is practicable if based 
upon the normal production of gold and sil- 
ver.”’ That is the real point in the solution 
of the question and doubtless it will receive 
its due wéight when the matter comes up for 
settlement. It should not be difficult to 
agree upon a working ratio when the leadirg 
nations once decide that it is highly desirable 
to do go.

__A meeting was held in New York day before 
yesterday called by the representatives of

tutions were adopted stating in substance that 
the meeting would prefer a greater reduction 
of protective duties. than that of the.

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TINKERING THEIR TARIFF BILL. 

It begins to look jas if the Democrats in the 
Senate have arranged matters at last. so they 
can pass their Wilson bill. What the modifi- 
cations are which are to secure it the necessary 
forty-three votes has not been stated yet. It 
is certain, however, that the duties on a num- 
ber of articles will be made higher than they 
were in the House bill. The income tax part 
of the bill is to be amended either by reducing 
the rate, increasing the exemption, or, more 
probably, by providing that it shall remain in 
force for a limited time, 

It is believed that the bill as modified will 
receive the votes of all the Democrats except 
Senator Hill, and perhaps of some of the 
Populists, The help of the latter will not be 
needed, however, if Senator Hill is the only 
bolter. It does not seem possible that he can 
vote for the bill after what he has said in op- 
position to the income tax part of it, Presi- 
dent Cleveland has yielded to the Populist 
and Socialist element of the party. He is 
most anxious that some kind of a tariff bill 
should pass, and rather | than have no bill at 
all he-will submit to the dictation of the 
Southern and Southwestern Democrats, who 
insist on a Democratic indorsement of one of 
the leading principles | of the Weaverites. 
Whatever influence the President and his 
Secretary of the Treasury can exert will be 
used in behalf of this mongrel, hybrid meas- 
ure which the Democrats in the Senate have 
agreed on, 

If the latter have agreed it has taken them 
a long time to do 86. The Wilson bill reached 
the Senate Feb. 2.| It has been in the posses- 
sion of that body more than.three months and 
yet the unorganized, undisciplined, leaderless 
Democrats have been unable to make any 

headway with it. Three months have been 
wasted by the Democrats. in fighting among 
themselves. The majority of them have been 
trying to make the bill as destructive as pos- 
sible of American interests. A smal! minority 
representing States which the Wilson bill will 
make surely Republican have been endeavor- 
ing to tone down the bill a little to protect 
somewhat, their special home industries, At 
last both factions seem to have reached com- 
mon ground and to have agreed on a measure 
which will give here and there a little more 
protection than the Wilson bill, but which will 


_ retain the odious income tax. 


While this compromise will not please the 
‘Democrats of the House, who would like to 
pass a bill more radical than the Wilson one, 
it is probable that they will concurin the 
amendments without. much loss of time. The 
summer will beat hand. They will want to 
be at home among their constituents explain- 
ing to them the beauties of tariff legislation, 
which has cut down their wages and.deprived 
them of work.

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JUDGE JENKINS * CENSURED. 

Two of the three members of the subcom- 
mittee of the House Committee on the Judici- 
ary charged with the duty of investigating 
the conduct of Judge Jenkins of the United 
States Circuit Court in connection with the 
two Northern Pacific injunctions issued by 
him have submitted a report in which. they 
eriticise his conduct with great severity. 
Judges dislike censure, no matter from whom 
itmay come. Judge Jenkins will feel it all 
the more because the two Congressmen who 
sign the report—Boatner of Louisiana 
and Terry of Arkansas—are Democrats. If 
their report is concurred in by the full com- 
mittee and the House a Democratic Judge 
will be condemned by Democrats. 

The committeemen say that even if the 
Judge’s otders were legal they were unneces- 
sary, for no measures looking to a strike had 
been inaugurated, nor does any seem to have 
been in contemplation. But they, deny ~

Your committee has uo hesitation in declaring 
that the orders rendered werea gross abuse of 
the power of the court; were supported by 
neither reason nor authority: were beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Judge and were therefore 
void.

plished; There was no suggestion in either of 
these letters of any fear from illegal acts, but 
the fear from suspension of traffic of ‘an attend:

The conclusion, therefore, of 
the Judge, that the employés of the Northern 
Pacific railroad company might be forced by

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A HAPPY STRIKE SETTLEMENT. 

President Debs of the American Railway 
Union has every reason to congratulate him- 
self upon the settlemeut of the strike on the 
Great Northern railroad. So have the em- 
ployés of that road, as well as the business- 
men of St. Paul and Minneapolis, all of 
whom coéftrated in bringing about this fortu- 
nate result, The outcome shows that it is 
possible to conduct a strike without violence 
and to settle it without hard feelings, when 
common sense and common justice inspire 
the settlement. At the same time the settle- 
ment is another and conspicuous victory for 
the principie of arbitration. 

The details of the settlement of this great 
strike are simple enough. Mr. Hill, the Presi- 
dent of the road, recently offered to arbitrate, 


but his) terms were not satisfactory to Mr. 


Debs, who took the position that there was 
nothing toarbitrate. Subsequently, however, 
a committee of the business-men of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis, whose interests were affect- 
ed, succeeded in bringing representatives to- 
gether from both sides. It was not long be- 
fore the wages of 90 per cent of the men 
were restored to the old figures and thus one 
demand of! the men was satisfied. ‘The re- 
maining 10"per cent were unskilled laborers 
whose wages had been cut, and the committee 
decided the road should restore 75 per cent 
of the cut. Thus the men secured substan- 
tially all they had asked and the decision is 
declared by both sides to be satisfactory. 

Mr. Debs truthfully enough says: ‘* The 
one grand achievement of this settlement is 
to prove to organized labor that there is noth- 
Mr. Debs is 
right. His wise management of the strike on 
the Great Northern road is to be commended 
to the leaders of the striking miners and of all 
other organizations now in conflict with em- 
ployers and bperators. It should be carefully 
studied by Mr. Sovereign, the unwise and hot- 
headed, if not demagogical, Master Workmaa 
of the Knights of Labor, who has made & 
precious spectacle of himself in connection 
with the Kelly army and on miany other occa 
sions. It isto be commended to all work ing- 
men. Had ‘the railroad men of the Great 
Northern gone to seizing trains, destroying 
property, interfering with the rights of buai- 
ness-men and the traveligg public, and vio- 
lently resisting the authorities in their efforts 
to protect life and property they would have 
brought trouble upon themselves, forfeited 
the sympathy of the public, and in the end 
could not have carried their point. As it is 
now they have secured substantially what they 
wanted and they are on good terms with their 
employers. As this is the firat great railroad 
strike which hay been settled by arbitration 
it should stand as an example for future action. 
Workingmen never need fear that they will 
not receive ‘justice, and that all reasonable 
demands will not be conceded by an arbitra- 
tion in which unprejudiced business-men age 
left to make the decision. Let us have more 
arbitrations of this kind. 
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THE RIGHTS OF WOMEN. 

The last Legislature passed a law for the 
inspection of factories and workshops and the 
regulation of the labor employed therein. 
It contains several excellent provisions, but 
it also has one declaring that ‘‘ no female 
shall! be é@mployed in any factory or work- 
shop more thah eight hours in any.one day.”’ 
The constitutionality of the whole law has 
been attacked on the ground that three dis- 
tinct and separate subjects are mentioned in 
the title-—the regulation of the manufacture of 
clothing, etc., the appointment of State in- 
spectors, and the appropriation for their pay- 
ment—while -the Constitution says that no 
more than one subject shall be embraced in 
an act, which shall be expressed in the title. 

There is no reason to believe that the Su- 
preme Court will take this view of the case. 
It will hold that the-provision for inspectors 
and that'for their pay are necessary sequences 
of the other part of the law and that they all 
form but one subject. But if the court ad- 
heres to the precedents it has established it 
will not sustain the clause quoted above, 
which denies toan adult female, no matter 
whatever ker strength may be, no’ matter 
what the kind of factory or workshop in 
which employed, whether in the city or 
country, the right to agree to work for 
more than eight hours a aay. Any boy over 
16, no matter how frail, can work over eight 
hours. No woman can, according to the law. 

The counsel who deny the constitutionality 
of this provision take the ground that legis- 
lation of this kind is in violation of the State 
Constitution and also of that of the United 
States because it deprives an adult woman of 
her right as a citizen to make a contract to 
perform ahy given number of hours’ labor in 
any respectable employment. It is admitted 
by counsel that the State has the power to 
regulate the labor of children, but it is de- 
nied that any such right exists as regards 
those who are their own masters. 

The Supreme Court has decided on various 
occasions that laws whereby attempts were 
made to limit the contracting powers of men 
are not cunstitutional. This has excited the 
anger of doctrinaires, who believe that they 
and the demagogues of the community know 
what is best for the people much better than 
they themselves do. Nevertheless these de- 
cisions will stand until such time as the peo- 
ple make up their minds that they canaot 
manage their own affairs-and must put them 
entirely in the hands of the Legislature. 

The only question which is in doybt then 
is whether the Supreme Court will say that 
the woman worker’s rights aré so much below 
the rights of the man worker that the Legis- 
lature ¢cah prescribe the number of hours 
which she can work in a shop at the peculiar, 
ly feminine employment of sewing, while it 
cannot say how many hours a man shall work 
at that or any other business. 

It will be unfortunate for the women who 
work in factories and shops in this State, espe- 
cially those where men are also employed, if 
the Supreme Court upholds this part of the 
law. It is impossible to have two sets of 
hours ifione and the same factory. If it is 
insisted that the women employés shall work 
eight hours while the men work ten, either 
the men rust be given eight hours or the 
women mst be replaced by men. The latter 
is what has happened in numerous cases,

provision into the law, As some men look 
with ‘dislike on the entrance of women into 
the professions, so do some of the labor lead. 
érs dislike the competition of woman labor. | 
If they could have their way they would keep. 
women at home cooking dinners and caring 
for children. They would be glad to drive 
every woman out of the factories and the 
workshops so as to make more room for men. 
If the Supreme Court were to say that the 
hours of labor of an adult woman can be 
limited as are those of a child, the labor lead- 
ers would call on legislative demagogues to 
prohibit all except household labor by women, 
ostensibly to save them from toil, really to get 
tid of their competition. 
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“Tue State’s-Attorney,”’ says the Record, 
“should not be allowed to balk any investi- 
gation that the grand jury shall begin. If he 
attempts to do so he should be dealt with ac- 
cording to the gravity of the offense.’”’ But, 
as the Record also remarks, “the course of 
the State’s-Attdrney in interfermg with and 
impeding the prosecution of election frauds is 
becoming disagreeably conspicuous.”’ Since 
the time when the investigation of the frauds 
in the First, Tenth, and Twenty-ninth Wards 
was first suggested Mr. Kern has done every- 
thing in his power to thwart it. A special 
grand jury will be impaneled Monday to 
take the matter up again. It is probable that 
this grand jury will be composed of reputable 
citizens in whom the masses of the people 
will have confidence. They should not toler- 
ate any interference from the State’s-Attor- 
ney’in pursuing the investigation for which 
they are especially to be impaneled. They 
can proceed in the matter witbout his assist- 
ance, and will probably get at the truth sooner 
if they do so. There will also be less danger 
if they adopt this course that the proceedings 
of the grand jury room will be made known 
to the parties interested in covering up the 
election frauds. For many years crooked 
work has been resorted to in elections in this 
city. It is notorious that Mr, Kern’s election 
as City Attorney was the accidental result of 
the manipulation of election returns to count 
Mayor Hopkins’ 
majority last December was colorable, The 
election of several town officers this spring 
was brought about by fraud. Unless these 
frauds are exposed and the ballot-box stuffers 
are punished there will be no chance fora 
fair electaon this coming fall, with the election 
machinery entirely in the hands of the Demo- 
crats.
